Wang" andthe manager concealed 
his identity under the convenient 
pscudonym of “Mr. Horatio Buskin,’

‘The plays were a faree entitled “A 
Fast ‘Train-High  Pressure—Express”™ 
‘and “The Practical Man". The pro- 
gramme ends with the modes

quested,” Presumably ‘no charge wa: 
made." ‘Te 1867 programme. an 
nounced the “inauguration af the 
Amateur Dramatic Club o¢ Shanghai". 
Which is deseribed as a “Union of ali 
the talents, combining’ the Vivacious 
Vigour of ' the Volunteers with the 
Playful Pertinacity of the Plungers". 
‘That was the period when humour 
was even more painful than In 1054 
and the pun had its grim vogue, 
Some of tke specimens on the pro- 
Jgramme cannot possibly be quoted 
without causing exeruclating “agony. 
The opening plays were the famous 
farce in which Toole had often ap- 
peared—/"Whitebalt at Greenwich” 
and the equally famous Burlesque 
“Paust and Marguerite". ‘The occasion 
was dedicated to St. David, whose 
day it was. Psoudonyms—for the 
‘confusion of Taipans—were used by 
the cast. ‘The 37th A.D.C. performe 
‘ance in January 27, 1874 showed con- 
linued Midelity to faree, Given at the 
(old) Lyceum ‘Theatre which "had 
been opened on that St. David's Day 
of 1867, it comprised “Incompatibility 
ef Temper" and the comedy “Maske 
and Faces"—a play whieh Kipling. has 
Roled in one of his pocms as. being 
Popular among amateurs of his day. 
‘The sender of these three programmes 
caustleally remarks that they show 
the kind of play Shanghai could find 
amusing in those days. This criticism 
{is fortined by a study of the pro- 
‘Rranme for the “Grand Jubilee Per- 
formance on Friday April. 20,1801 
‘The Jubilee was, of course, that of 
Queen Vietoria—not the Club. The 
programme is a crude affair of 
sketches of nigger minstrels. The 
first part of the performance was a 
Nigger Minstrel show and the second 
—also apparently an affair of burnt 
jcork—a farcical comedy “Robert 
Make-Airs: or the ‘Two ‘Thieves of 
‘South Carolina”, ‘These were follow- 
ed by a “Long Boot Fling and Dane- 
Ing in the Barn by Messrs. Eggnoge, 
Frank and Harry" and a "Grand 
Jubilee Procession”, By that time 
{the custom of trying to be (painfully) 
funny onthe ‘programme had been 
‘abandoned, but altogether Shanghat 
hhas reason to be proud of the present 
high standards of its senlor ADC.

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CHINA PROTESTS TO JAPAN OVER SMUGGLING 


Connivance at Illegal Activities in the North Alleged 
In Note to Tokyo Government 


BLAME FOR SITUATION REPUDIATED BY SPOKESMAN 


Nanking, May 16. 


ETAILED contents of the strong protest which the Ministry of| 
Foreign Affairs filed with the Japanese Government yesterday 
regarding the smuggling situation were disclosed in a statement} 
issued to-night by the Waichiaopu. 
‘Owing to the continued deterioration of the smuggling situa- 
tion in Hopei, the statement says, the Waichiaopu yesterday lodged 
a sixth protest with the Japanese Government, 


‘With the exception of the 


first note of protest which was| 


filed in September last year, the statement adds, no reply has 


hitherto been given by ‘Tokyo. 

‘The statement then gives a free 
translation of the latest (sixth) pro- 
test as follows: 

“In regard to the unwarranted in- 
terference to which the Customs pre- 
ventive ,service. has. been subjected 
‘by the Japanese military at Chine 
‘wangtao and the protection afforded 
Wo the Japanese and Korean smug- 
glers, tho Waichiaopu has had the 
honour of addressing to you several 
notes of protest to which, however, 
no satisfactory reply has hitherto 
eon received from the Japanese 
Government. 

STwish mow to relterate that in 
twking appropriate measures to 
prevent —smugijling the Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs arc exercising 
funetions inherent in thelr duties. of 
safeguarding the Integrity of the 
State revenue and that the exercise 
‘of such powers of prevention ‘admits 
Ro Interference ftom any sources. 

“As clearly pointed out in. the 
previous notes in which the Waichiao~ 
pu requested the Japanese Govern- 
ment (o take effective steps to restrain 
thelr military authorities from further 
unwarranted and illegal interference 
‘with the preventive funetion of the 
Chinese. Customs, there is no refer~ 


ence in the Tangku Agreement to the 
‘avestion of armed, Customs, vessels 
id 


Hor can any articles of the 
‘Agreement be construed as imposi 
sfny restrietions on the anti-smugglins: 
aelivities of armed Customs patrols 
‘or preventive vessels. 
Repeated Requests Ignored 

phe repeated Fequests made by 
the ‘Chinese Government on tho 
round of China's sovereign rights 
‘and for the protection of legitimate 
tendo interests both Chinese and 
foreign have, however, been ignored 
by the Japanese Government with 
the result that smuggling has in- 
eronsed to the extent of impairing the 
integrity of the Chinese national 
vevenuc. 

“According to information received 
by the Foreign Office, Japanese and 
Korean smugglers are taking | nd- 
vantage of the serious impairment of 
he efficaey of the Customs preven- 
tive sorviee. 

“A large number of junks and 
motor driven vessels, some as large 
it 600 fons, have been employed for 
smuggling alont the coast from Tatai 
to" Ghinwangtao while the landing 
tind transportation of smuggled goods 
have been carried on without the 
four of selaure by the Customs, By 
means of the railways, illicit goods 
have been shipped southward and 
dumped on the various markets 

MAS regards the smuggling situation 
on land, immense quantities at 
‘mugiled’ yoods from Chinwanstao 
je been brought to ‘ientsin and 

i ‘the 
Peiping-Mukeden Railway and a large 
percentage of these goods have also 
Ponehed the southern ports via the 
‘Tientsin-Pukow Railway. 

At Shanhaikwan and other places 
the mudaeity of armed Japanese and 
Korean smugglers has been amazing, 
humerous eases having occurred in 
‘which Customs officers were attacked 
with impunity and goods already 
Selzed hy the Customs were recover 
ed by foree. 

Loss of $25,000,000 

“As a result of such smuggling it 
1s estimated that the loss of revenuc 
suffered by the Maritime Customs 
from lost August to April this year 
amonnted to over 25,000,000 dollars 
while the figure forthe month af 
April alone was no less than 8,000,- 
‘000 dollars, thus indicating the rapid 
felerioration of the position. 

‘The unprecedented seriousness of 
the situation has been the cause of 
lgrave concern to Chinese and foreign 
traders ag well ag far-sighted obser~ 
vers in Japan, As failure to take 
Immediate steps to curb such illegal 
activities would result in further 
inerease of smuggling with the con- 
sequences of reducing the revenue of 
China, and impairing the national 
finanees of China the Chinese Gov- 
ment is constrained to lodge a 
further protest with» the Japanese 
Government.

‘Tokyo, May 18. 
Questions concerning ‘the North 
China smuggling scandal were| 


skowered on the spokesman of the 
Foreign Office at his dally conference| 
with pressmen to-day. 

‘The spokesman took refuge in the 
attitude that the scandal was an_in- 
ternal affair of China's, and sald that 
the smuggling had attained its pres 
ent proportions because of the high 
Chinese tariff and lack of zeal on 
the part of employees of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs. 

He xefused to give information con- 
cerning tke representations on the 
‘ubject made by the British and 
‘American Ambassadors and the reply 
‘at the Japanese Foreign Minister 
Mr, Axita 
then demanded “concrete evi- 
dence” of the allegation that Japanese| 
pressure on the Chinese Maritime 
Customs was responsible for thy 
seandal. 

He did not think the Ho Yin 
ching-Umetsu Agreement enabled the| 
Japanese military in North China to 
require the disarming of Chinese Cus 
toms employees and cruisers. 

‘Japan, he proceeded, was taking 
steps at Tientsin to protest her leg 
timate business interests, which were 
suffering as a result of the smuggling 
“Reuter. 

Japanese Resentful 
London, May 14. 

Replying to British and American 
protests, Japan has disclaimed respor 
Sibility for the operations of smu 
glers in North China, it was learned 
to-day, 

‘The note of reply indicated Japan's

PROTEST OVER JAPAN 
TROOPS IN NORTH 


Nanking Representations to 
Gaimusho 


Nanking, May 1 

‘The Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
has instructed the Chinese Embassy 
in Tokyo to file representations with. 
the Gaimusho as regards the increase 
‘of the Japanese Garrison in North 
China. 

‘This information was revealed late 
lastnight in a statement issued by 
the Waichiaopu. 

“The Ministry of Foreign Affairs’ 
the statement says, “is paying the 
strictest attention to the imminent 
Increase of the Japanese garrison in 
North China. 

“Besides having filed a protest with 
the Japanese Embassy in China on 
April 7, emphasizing that the increase 
not oniy was not a necessity, but 
iso was ‘contrary to the ‘usual 
practice, would hurt the feelings of 
the Chinese people, as well as con- 
tary to Mr. Hirote's non-aggression 
end” non-threatening policy, the 
Waichiaopu to-day instructed the 
Chinese “Embassy in Tokyo to file 
representations with the Japanese 
Foreign Oflice with a view to stop- 
ping the incresse."—Central News. 


Chinese Resentful 
Nanking, May 16. 

‘Omeial Chinese circles here express 
surprise and resentment over the 
inerease in the strength of the 
‘Japanese garrison in North China, 
which, it fs considered, is entirely 
Unwatranted. ‘Two main reasons are 
advanced for this vie 

1, ‘The number of Chinese troops. 
in North China Is sufficient to handle 
the Communist situation and main- 
tain peace and order. 

2, "The increase is contradictory 
to the avowed policy of non-aggres~ 
sion enunciated” by the Japanese 
Premier, Mr. Hirota. 

‘The claim that Japan's action is 
based on the Boxer Protocol is 
stated to be groundless. 

Foreign nationals in North Chins 
it fs pointed out, are not endangered, 
‘and the fact that the other foreign 
Powers have not considered it 
necessary to send troops there is 
taken to indicate that the Japanese 
have “ulterior motives.” 

‘Mr, Hsu Shih-ying, the Chinese 
‘Ambassador at Tokyo, has been in- 
structed by the Foreign Office 10 call 
fon Mr. Hirota-and Mr. Arita, th 
Japanese Foreign Minister, and de- 
mand the withdrawal of ‘the wddl- 
tonal troops on the ground that their 
presence is prejudicial to friendly 
Sino-Japanese relations. 

MMe. Hsu has also been instructed 
to request an explanation for their 
despatch —Reuter, 


‘Troops for Tungchow 
Peiping, May 16. 

Following the arrival here yester- 
day of 150 men of the new Japanese 
Garrison for Peiping, another 160 
troops arrived from Tientsin at five 
o'clock this morning. After resting 
an hour, the detachment left for Tung- 
chow, ‘capital of the East Hopel 
“Autonomous” Government, where 
they will do permanent duty. 

‘Major-General Kawabe is expected 
to arrive here some time to-day to 
assume command of all the Japanese 
troops in Pelping. 

‘Meanwhile, new barracks are being 
constructed within the compound of 
the Japanese Legation to accommodate 
the increased guard—Reuter.

The Japanese military refuse 
to allow the Chinese preventive 
vessels to operate within the “three 
mile limit” in the “demilitarized 
zone.”. ‘They also refuse to permit 
the stoppage of Japanese’ vessels 
carrying smuggled goods on the 
high seas, or outside that limit, As 
Japanese’ law does not compel a 
ship to show her colours,  this| 
further reduces the Customs’ power 
of prevention to negligible pro- 
portions for the onus thus being, 
placed on the Customs vessel to 
decide whether an unidentified ship 
is Japanese ot not, increased im- 
munity is given to the smuggling 
fraternity generally. When the 
United States of America had to 
cope with smuggling on.a.large 
seale in prohibition days, Ameriean| 
preventive vessels were able to 
regard the three mile limit as 
equivalent to “one hour's steam- 
ing.” No British protection was 
forthcoming for any smuggling 
vessel which was overtaken by an 
‘American preventive craft in those| 
circumstances. The international 
definition of the three mile limit 
disregards coastal indentations and 
draws a line from headland to 
headland. ‘The Chinese Customs 
vessels, under Japanese interpreta 
tion, have to perform a fantastic 
calculation which makes the three 
mile limit conform exactly to the 
configuration of the coast. 
Hdoctrine of “continuous pursult”— 
duly recognized elsewhere in the 
interests of proper preventive 
control—receives virtually no 
countenance from the Japanese 
authorities and thus the smugglers 
jenjoy another important advantage 
In prosecuting thelr nefarious trade. 
Last week a Tokyo spokesman at- 
{tributed the smuggling scandal to 
‘lack of zeal” on the part of the 
Customs service. He must be 
charitably’ assumed to have failed 
to grasp the implications of the 
Sssue which he seems thus cynically 
‘to have dismissed. When the Customs 
service is disarmed and restricted, 
to the point of emasculation, by 
dint of the pressure exercised by: 
the military forces of a foreign 
ower located on Chinese soil and 
‘when it cannot look to the armed 
support of its own sovereign power 
in carrying out its normal. pre- 
ventive duties, it is clearly being 
‘called upon to achieve the impos- 














sible, It is faced with a situation 
which, unparalleled in modern

TOKEN COINAGE 
‘ May 19. 

Dr. H. H. Kung has endeavoured | 
to set at rest uneasiness which has 
apparently been engendered by 
recent unsubstantiated reports of 
the Government's intentions. Mr. E. 
Kann in an interview with this 
Journal last week pointed out the 
manifest absurdity of some of these 
Tumours and gave solid arguments 
for support of his faith in the 
Government's currency policy. He 
is vindicated by the Finance 
Minister's statement which clearly, 
asserts an intention further to 
consolidate the scheme outlined in 
November last. Dr. Kung is on 
sound ground, for the stability of

definite feeling of confidence which| 
has remarkably withstood assaults 
of various kinds. The announce- 
ment that the Government has 
responded to representations from| 
the Chambers of Commerce and| 
guilds by removing the restriction|

‘the important silversmithing craft 
of a handicap which has been 
jonerous. It also shows that the| 
Government itself is more confident |

It should help the currency auth- 
orities to proceed with their 
modernization of the country's cur- 
rency media, The general ac- 
ceptance of the paper tekens 
encourages the belief that metallic 
tokens will prove no less con- 
venient to the public. Mr. Kann. 
effectively dealt with that matter 
in the interview already mentioned,

A New York’ 
message thas purported to give the 
gist of the Sino-American scheme 
but it would obviously be improper 
to express an opinion until the 
Chinese Government is able to ex-

for issuing token dollars and half- 
dollars might suitably assist in 
reconciling American opinicn to 
China's new currency management 
and at the same time preserve for 
tho Chinese Government the free- | 
dom of action which is necessary 
in the cireumstances.

HU HAN-MIN 
May 14, 
As an elder statesman Mr. Hu. 
Han-min held a special position 


in public régard in China, Con-| 
troversy walks warily in the death 
chamber. Mr, Hu Han-min managed 
in the course of his revolutionary 
career to meet and, at times, to 
raise controversy. "He had’ his 
defects of temperament _ and 
character like other people. Some 
of them proved to be more of a 
political handicap than perhaps was 
altogether fair. Such as they were, 
they derived from his excessive 
loyalty to the family traditions of 
China's social system. To-day 
when his death is mourned in 
‘Chino, the recollection that he was 
one of the chief associates of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen ‘will dominate ap- 
preclation of’ his — achievements, 
Even his“ enemies have’ adiitied 
that, whatever his faults may have 
been, “he did not use power for 
personal enrichment, He is be- 
Heved to have faithfully adhered to 
the abnegations of the “Six-No| 
Society.” From the days of the 
‘Tung Meng Hui, the original form 
of the Kuomintang, Mr. Hu 
Han-min was regarded as one of 
the chief political mentors of the 
Revolution, Founded by Dr Sun 
‘Yat-sen on’basis of his modest Hsin, 
Chung Hut party which had been 
created in 1801, the Tung Men Hui 
‘grew in importance “on Japanese 
Soil where the revolutionaries found 
refuge in the days of the Empire. 
‘When the revolution came, the 
organizers of the Tung Men Hui 
secured prominent places in the 
provincial administrations, It was 
reorganized and expanded into the 
Kuomintang in 1913. Dr. Sun. Yat- 
sen was duly'elected Extraordinary 
President of the Chinese Republic 
in 1920 and Mr. Hu Han-min 
remained one of his most trusted 
‘associates. Eventually as the 











‘Kuomintang developed its authority’ 
in the Government of Chine, Mr. 
Hu Han-min came to be regarded, 
with 


Mr. Wang Ching-wel. the 
iraughtsman and witness to 
Sun Yat-sen's will, as the 
exponent of the true milk of the 
word. Vieissitudes which intruded 
in the course of time brought about 
the inevitable differences within 
the Party, but Mr. Hu Han-min! 
never lost his authority althcugh 
power passed into other hands. 
Indeed his academic insistence 
on the principles of the late 
Teadct’s Will was the basic cause of 
the break which occurred in 1931 
leading to his disappearance from 
direct personal association with the 
Government at Nanking. Yet, with 
‘Mr. Wang Ching-wei and General 
Chiang Kai-shek, he remained 
within the triumvirate of the 
Contral Political Council, wivence 
the Kuomintang Party ‘took its 
supreme direction. Discussion of 
the controversy which parted him 
from his two colleagues is unncees- 
sary. For a long time his value to 





the Party lay in the svectal 
ascendancy which he commanded 
over the large and influential 


Chinese community overseas, This 
allegiance survived when his viztual 
withdrawal from active polities to 
the retreat in Hongkong seemed to 
indicate the impossibility of his 
contributing to the reconcilement of| 
the differing views of Nanking and 
Canton. . Later he sought European 
assistanee for the restoration of 
enfeebled health. His recent return’ 
was looked.upon as a sign of his 
desire to resume active part in the! 
Government, his place being still 
reserved for that purpose. Whether| 
he found, on arrival in China, that 
his former influence in Canton had| 
waned or whether the ill-health 
which he had hoped to conquer had 
again asserted itself, cannot now be| 
determined. The fact remains that) 
sceptics who refused to belicve in 
his ability to resume relations with 
Nanking, have been justified by the 
‘event. it is probable that the de- 
fects. of temperament which so 
frequently baulked his plans played 
their part in keeping him in Hong-

to the. point of leaving little room 


for the reassertion of his old 
dominance, 
rail in appearancé, _highly- 





charged with that political en- 
thusiasm which he had imbibed as 
a young man sitting at the feet of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen in Japan, Mr, Hu 
Han-min was a curious embodiment 
‘of contradictions. He seemed to 
lack that pragmatic ability which 
the successful leader should com- 
mand, Yet he was an organizer 
of the Kuomintang Army. and he 
was actually appointed Acting 
Generalissimo during Dr. Sun Yat= 
sen's absence from Canton in 1925, 
He visited Moscow to study sgri- 
cultural problems, He held the 
post of Foreign Minister for a time 
under Mr. Wang Ching-wel in 1925. 
Perhaps there is something in the 
‘theory that, in spite of his revolu- 
tionary tendencies and his fitful 
allegiance to communist doctrines, 
he remained in essence the man- 
darin and never really lost his con 
servative faith in the traditional 
culture of old China, ‘This gave 
him an apparently pontifeal aloof- 
ness which militated against his 
successful engagement in the give~ 
and-take of -political. relationships. 
Ina sense he may be said to have 
epitumized the basic diMleulties of 
present-day polities in China, ‘The 
need for unity cannot be’ more 
clearly recognized by Chinese 
statesmen than in the current erisis, 
Practical fulfilment of it is con- 
sistently hampered by the strong 
individuality of the leading 
characters in the drama, Thoy are 
unable therefore to achieve a rapid 
vietory over fissiparous influences 
which acquire strength from con- 
Alicting currents of thought and 
interest. As years are reckoned 
Mr. Hu Han-min was not an old 
man, The strain and stress of his 
early revolutionary days—he took 
part inmost of the outbreaks in 
Chino before 1911—Ieft its mark 
‘upon him, ‘There is ittle doubt that 
opponents and supporters alike will 
to-day salute his memory in. grate 
ful recognition of the contrihntion 
which he made to the constriction 
of the new China—a process still 
to be completed and still dogged by 
dangers and dimiculties, 











TAIL-TWISTING 
May 15. 
A philosopher of Shanghai has 
devised a cheerful plan for dis- 
pelling the cloud of depression, “He 
suggests a duet for the purpose of 
“twisting the, tail of the cosmos.” 
Whether the cosmos has a tail to 
twist, ike comets, monkeys and 
ions and unlike Manx eats, guinea 
pigs. and Aesop's fox, he does not 
rouble to argue. ‘It must be 
assumed that, being a philosopher 
ho would not make a mistake on 
‘an elementary question of anatomy, 
So it is fitting to applaud his ine 
vitation and to express the hope 
that.it may be productive of satisty- 
ing results. For the cosmos de- 
serves something more than a mere 
rebuke from its unfortunate deni- 
zens to-day—at least those who 
inhabit the terrestrial globe. When 
the sapient erities, whose task it Is 
to propound wisdom and theories, 
work themselves up into a frenzy 
of wrath against the world, they 
usually are taken to be preferring 
‘an indictment against their fellow= 
men, ‘Their charge is that those 
‘erealures of destiny have disgrace- 
fully mismanaged affairs, have 
flouted the advice of -all-wise 
oracles and have deservedly landed 
thomselves in a sory mess. Human 
nature is long-suffering but it 
shares with worms the perversity 
which turns, Jf its patience be too 
hardly driven. ‘The deadly mono- 
tony of being always in disgrace, 
always standing in the corner, al- 
ways wearing a white sheet, palls 
fon the soul of the most easy-going, 
child. Statesmen are children and 
80, 100, are nations in theit leisure 
moments, They cannot, therefore 
be expected to eschew the delight 
either of revelling in their own 
naughtiness or of turning the 
tables on their mentors by rejecting 
hitherto accepted ethical codes. 
‘That is why the philosopher's in- 
vitation comes out of a cloudy sky 
as a gleam of grateful sunshine. Tt 
encourages happiness and resolute 
suppression of self-reproach, It 
instigates reprisals against the real 
souree of present ills. The world 
may be awry; in that state its 














peoples may be highly confused 
and perplexed. The blame rests 
neither on the world nor on its 
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helpless wights. Responsibility 
must be shouldered by the cosmos: 
so says the philosopher and his| 
‘opinion is gleefully accepted es- 
pecially as it accords with the 
mental comfort of bewildered man. 

‘The cosmos is supposed to be the 
antithesis of chaos. Tt is the 
ordered system in which the world 
‘and other heavenly bodies move 
‘and have their being. If it be 
false to its recognized status and 
indulge in the luxury of chaotic 
adventures it is clearly in need of| 
correction, if not of censure. That 
is a. sensible demand which the 
philosopher makes for a tail-twist- 
ing duet, ‘The only question is 
whether the task can be adequate 
ly performed by two simple 
humans, Would it not be better to 
organize a cohort of archangels. to 
Yead the van of a tail-twisting 
‘army reeruited on strictly inter~ 
national Lines? For tail-twisting 
Fequires caution in approach which 
‘can be secured only by adequate| 
reconnaissance and strongly equip~ 
ped advance guards, Archongels| 
Would necessarily “invoke the alr] 
of the airmen and airwomen and 
‘by the help of a truly coherent! 
mechanized land force the expedi- 
ton could be safely launched. 
Finance Ministers might blink at} 
‘the estimated expenditure, but they | 
could be speedily mollifled when it 
was explained to them that the 
success of the adventure would| 
yemove from thelr shoulders the 
burden of unbalanced budgets, and 
‘eliminate the stigma of thelr aban~ 
Gonment of gold standards. Having} 
travelled within striking distance 
‘of the cosmos’ tall the process of| 
twisting could be begun by the 
courageous assailants. The indign~ 
ity of being grasped by the tail is 
painful to. most animals. Mere 
Iman, who lost his tall eons ago, 
still shudders when he is the 
vietim of the operation. He squirms, 
Wwriggles and squeals, even though 
the twisting Is metaphorical owing 
to the careless habit of some remote 
simian ancestor. 

"Phe cosmos will surely ‘be no 
tess downcast, It will realize that} 
‘the game is up, that the peoples of 
the world, henceforth called clvil~ 
ization for the purpose of this in- 
denture, are determined no longer| 
to bear unmerited reproach. Tt is 
true that this civilization has lost| 
{lself in a forest of excessive vir- 
tue, that it has turned topsy-turvy 
In its search for self-expression, 
that it cannot give a coherent an- 
swer to the simple question: quo 
dadis. Therefore, wiseacres, econo 
mists, cinema directors, and news~ 
paper magnates have combined in 
f chorus of self-righteous condem= 
nation. Civilization is told that it 
has grievously erred, that it is) 
tottering on the brink of perdition. 
Civilization refuses quite nicely, 
‘quite blandly and quite impenitent- 
Yy to accept a single line of the 
Indictment. For, thanks to the 
philosopher who has been able 
fo clear his mind of cant on the 
banks of the Whangpoo it is, now 
Aiscovered that the cosmos is at 
fault, "The cosmos has forgotten 
itself, Tt has become chaos. Tf 
that does not justify chastisement 
‘or to be specific, tail-twisting, 
Ghat does? And the advantage of 
the punishment lies here: it must 
produce such a corporeal convul- 
Bion that the whole of the ordered 
system which cosmos is supposed 
to be but, temporarily, is not, will 
‘be further shaken to the core— 
‘assuming that the cosmos has a 
core as well as that tail. ‘The 
world—as a humble part of the 
‘cormos—rust benefit from the up- 
heaval. ‘The reason is simple: 
whatever disagreements may exist 
Between the peoples of this civiliza- 
tion, they unanimously accept the 
verdict that “things are so bad, they 
eannot get very much worse.” Tf 
there is a statesman who can 
honestly declare whether he is on 
his head or his heels, his services 
would be in instant ‘and lavishly 
Femunerative demand in every 
continent. So by the | complete 
Feversal of the cosmos’ frame the| 
world itself would be vehemently 
shaken and the shock would surely: 
restore normality. The cosmos 
would throw off the masquerade, 
repudiate its preposterous attempt 
fo. be chaos, and sanity would 
gently assert its kindly sway over 
fis movements again. In a cosmos 
thus restored to an ordered frame 
of mind, the world would perforce 
Fecover ‘its equilibrium and civil- 
fzation would no longer be imltat- 
ing the tricks of the contortionist. 
‘There would be some sadness left, 
for the crltles, mentors and other 




















pundits would have to cat thelr, 
words. The diet would be dis-| 
tressingly inconvenient. Civilization 
‘would be happy. Tt would take off| 
its hat to the philosopher and let! 
the eaters of their own words find

GUIDANCE WANTED 
j May 13. 
In discussing the salary bill of 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
this Journal has sounded a warning| 
against neglect of certain funda-| 





‘adduced information to show that, 
in comparison with records of other 
cities, Shanghai does not pay an’ 
excessive figure for the Council's 
administration of the Settlement. 
‘This position is affirmed, if only’ 
because the extravagant language 
used by some would-be critics does| 
small credit to Shanghai's senre of| 
decency and proportion; _unless| 
steps were taken to indicate the 
irresponsibility of that kind of 
criticism gross injustice would be| 
done to a worthy body of public 
servants and, moreover, the Council 
might find its recruitment activities 
seriously prejudiced. Those who} 
have had experience of the work 
of engaging men for public services 
Know how, almost magically, un- 
favourable’ conditions of service— 
such as risks of politcal varictions| 
of terms of contract, lack of fidelity 
in fulfilling obligations—seem to be 
communicated to the sources from 
which candidates have hitherto 
come, The result is that the| 
employing authority has either to| 
be content with Inferior material 
‘or th offer additional inducements| 
‘which, of course, enhance the scales! 
of salary, ‘This is not speculative 
theory. it is the plain record of 
actual happenings. ‘The Council 
has to proceed with strict regard to 
its legal obligations, as defined in| 
its employment contracts, other- 
wise its reputation suffers and, in- 
cidentally, it is lable to’ be 
involved in expense which would 
rot beneftt the eause of economy. 
More than one municipal body in 
Great Britain has had this painful 
‘experienee—It occurred to the Lon 
don County Council early in the 
present century—when a political 
mandate for retrenchment has been 
too precipilately acted upon in 
preseribing modifications in con~ 
ditions of service after a successful 
election. 

‘These considerations do not, 
however, affect well argued pro- 
posals for economical administration. 
Indeed there is much to be sald for 
Mr. P. H, Prevot's suggestion that 
the Council should institute in« 
‘quiry into tho general question of] 
Hts public services, just as {t has; 
recently appointed’ a committre to} 
report specifically on the work of 
fone department and acted upon’ 
that report. At the same thine it 
may be convenient to recall the 
fact that already much material is| 
available to Members of the 
Counell for examination of the 
subject without necessarily going to 
the expense of setting up anather| 
commission. In 1921 a Salaries 
‘Commission made important recom~ 
‘mendations regarding terms of} 
‘salary and methods of promotion. 
In view of the difference between 
economic conditions of that period 
‘and to-day, quotation of the figures 
would serve no useful purpose but 
it might be noted that the Com- 
mission considered the Council's

It 
should not negleot the cantinal 
principle of maintaining a contented 
and efficient public service. For that 
reason recruitment from overseas, 
to certain posts demanding special 
qualifications is an essential fac- 
tor in its staffing arrangements. 
Nevertheless in view of the press 
ing requirements of the current 
financial position, ft is desirable 
that precise definitions of policy 
should bo attempted. Specific 
points on which uneasiness has been. 
shown are the character of certain 
owances, the manner in which 
special appointments have been. 
made without recourse to public 
advertisement, the success ach!eved 
‘in reducing engagements of imported 
personnel by resorting to the re~ 
cruitment of local material. Further- 
more it is suggested that the con 
ditions governing the participation

cccupations require examinetion. 
‘The Council has no doubt borne| 
these matters in mind, but some| 
statement on the subject is due to 
the Ratepayers as the result of 
prevailing economic conditions and 
the trend of public comment. 














THE CAVALRY MIND 
May 16. 

Searching for support of the view 
that British military leadersh'> and 
training lacked tho genius dis 
cernible in other armies, a critic the| 
other day created his own bogey:| 
‘the cavalry mind” — Taking 
advantage of the publication of! 
certain recriminatory memoirs, he: 
recalled the  cireumstance . that 
French, Haig, Robertson were all 
cavalry officers. The method of 
thus arguing the point could be| 
jexposed as fallacions by any first-| 
year student of logic. Nevertheless} 
it is worth recalling at a time when 
}Lord Allenby’s passing holds atten- 
tion, If the “cavalry mind” has 
‘any need of defending itself Lord 
‘Allenby's record is available. He 
was responsible for what Mr.’ 
‘Winston Churchill has described a5 
“peilliant and frugol operations. 
which will long corve asa mode! ‘a 
theatres of war in which manoeuvre 
is possible.” In a year of gloom, 
given command of the British’ 
‘armies in Palestine under conditions| 








Jwhich had been regarded as t00 
onerous by General Smuts, Generat 
Allenby provided the sole triumph 
of his side's cause during the fate 
ful year of 1917 by capturing 
Jerusalem. The strain on the 
‘Western Front in the early part of 
1918 delayed his preparations for a 
further advance owing to demands 
which depleted the forces a: his 
disposal. In September he was 
ready and the plan which, in its 
‘broad conception, grew in’ his own 
‘mind, was put into effect. Tt almed 
at obtaining the complete mastery’ 
of the communications of the three 
Turkish armies. T quote Liddell- 
Hart: 

Feinting towards the east, tank 
ot the Jordan, to distract the 

‘enemy's attention, Allenby seerelly 

concentrated, on the Mediterranes 

flank, the mass of infantry snd 
behind them the cavalry. in this 
way he changed a two to one 
superiority on the general front 

Into a four to one superiority at 

the decfsive polnt of attack. 

‘The’ scene of Allenby's previons 
cexplalts had been rich in historieat 
memories as well as sacred tradl- 
tions. Gaza, Jaffa, Beersheba, the 
plain of Philistia and finally 
Jerusalem wore haunted Uy the 
phantoms of biblical: and medlac~ 
val chivalry. In the elossie battle 
fougat on September 18-19, 1918 
the contending armies were acts": 
ly on the plain of Megeldo— 
‘Armageddon Itself, Allenby struck 
at dawn on September 19, the 
Turks were rolled back and the 
Cavalry broke through, 

‘Thus was fought “one of the most 
‘quickly decisive campaigns and the 
most completely devisive battles in 
all history.” The British onm= 
mander had marked superiority in 
numbers: he had 12,000 sabres, 
57,000 rifles and 540 guns as against 
3,000 sabres, 32,000 rif_es and 42 
guns, The ‘morale of the enemy 
hhad declined. Yet by the daring 
fof its conception and the rmoothness 
of its execution, Allenby’s plan will 
probably remain as one of the 
asterpicces in military achieve 
ment. His use of alrereft and of 
Lawzence's Arabs who wero 
‘harassing the Turkish railway com~ 
munications were important factors 
in securing the objective of bit 











stroke, ‘The acroplanes successful 
ly “blinded” and, later, “struck 
dumb” the enemy's intelligence, 


thus enabling Allenby to explolt th 
element of surprise. He elaborat 
ly deceived the rival commanders 
by appearing to be planning an 
offensive to the east of the Jordan. 
For this purpose he maintained a 
‘eavalry force in the Jordan Valley, 
‘and, when it was secretly removed, 
filled its vacated lines with dummy| 
horses of canvas. In addition, 
various other dovices—including 
preparations for a mythical. general 
staff at Jerusalem, much irrelevant; 
bridging and wireless construct 

















helped to foster the desired 
Mlusion, Lawrence gleefully ass'st- 
ing by bargaining through his 
agents for enormous forage re~ 
quirements in the Ammen distrlet, 
Mobility on the top of this care- 
fully thought out camouflage made 
victory certain and sweeping, so 
that the actual casualtles on the 
attacking side were amazingly light. 
So Lawrence ani his Arabs were 
able to enter Damascus and the 
Eastern War was at an end, 


Honours were borne by Lord 
Allenby modestly. His personality— 
‘gigantic and red and merry” dis- 
dained pose cr posturing. From 
military command in Egypt he 
moved to the High Commissioner- 
hip immediately after the Armis- 
tice and for six years he showed 
how the iron hand in the velvet 
glove could be exercised without 
creating rancour or hostility. His 
tenure of that pivotal post in very 
dimeult years, when political eur 
rents in his’ own country were 
ewilderingly erratic, was a cre~ 
ditable achievement, Even the 
troubles which have _ persisted 
in Egypt ‘since then have not 
obliterated the memory ‘of his 
sympathy and directness, It remains 
to mitigate the asperities attendant 
‘on the search for solution of the 
problem of Anglo-Eeyptian rela~ 
tions. He took his title from the 
battle which gave him fame and 
from his. native Suffolk town— 
Viscount Allenby of Meggido and 
Felixstowe, His only son fell in 
aetion with the Horse Artillery in 
the war, so by special remainder 
his helr became his brother, a 
Captain in the Royal Navy, who 
predeceased him in August 1934 
Teaving a son, Lieutenant Dudley 
Jaffray Hyman Allenby, a cavalry 
‘officer Like hhis uncle, to succeed to 
the Viscounty. Essentially Englis 
by birth and traditions--he was 
born on St. George's Day, 1861— 
Lord Allenby stood aloof from the 
unsavoury controversies which 
have disfigured recent contributions 
to the history of the War period. 
He rose in the profession of arms 
by strict devotion to duty and he 
could claim the title of “veteran” 
with some emphasis, for his first 
campaign (with the Inniskilling 
Dragoons) was in Bechuanaland in 
1884, He saw service in Zululand 
in 1888 and in the South African 
campaign of 1899-1902, before 
entering the Great War as a Cavalry 
Corps commander, He was a great 
soldier but, more than that, he was 
a man who set to his generation an 
example, all the greater in inspira~ 
tion by reason of {ts unaffected 
slmplicity.

Baldwin informs the women of his 
party that military sanctions are an 
essential part of collective security, 
he seems to be forgetting the objec: 
tlons which were raised in many 
quarters—including this journal if it 
may humbly, makd the parenthetical 
observation—that economic sanctions, 
to be effective, must involve war, 
‘Those who have been able to study

Interest has increased and this summer 
the game Is expected to be played on 
fan extensive scale.

THE COLONIAL QUESTION 


Since Sir Samuel Hoare made

Obviously 
it does not cover the whole of the 
case of the “have, nots” tor the 
demand for colonial expansion resis 
‘also. on psychological questions of 
Drestige, strateg:. considerations and 
the lke. ‘The ” Royal Institute of 
International Affairs has prepared 
concise and objective statement of| 
‘the facts essential to an understand. 
ing of this issue in a pamphlet 
entitled “Raw Materials and Colonies” 
(Chatham House London: 2. 6d.), 
Well-documented and furnished with 
valuable statistical tables, this trea- 
tise is a notable production, It should 
be read by all who desire to come 
to an exact appreciation of the 
Actual facts involved and to distin- 
guish between what, without offence,| 
may be termed the emotional and 
the practical aspects of the con- 
troversy. Already too much em- 
phasis has been laid on the resources 
jaf. colonial empires, both for. the 
relief of an overcrowded population 
and for the supply of economic 
facilities. For example it is esti- 
mated that “the removal of dis- 
crimination againstltalian, German 
and Japanese goods tn all the coloni- 
fal territories in the world would 
Probably be of less net advantage to 
them than a lowering of the United 
States tariff." The pamphlet sum- 
marizes proposals made including 
transfer of territory. to individual 
nations, the gradual transfor of col- 
nial ‘tracts’ to. an international 
wuthority acting for the League of 
Nations, the transfer by the imperial 
bowers of their colonies to a man- 
date sysiem, the maintenance of the 
bresent administrative position modi- 
fed by “opening the colonial door,” 
the establishment of chartered com- 
‘panies to operate in the interests of|

Suggests Points for Effecting 
Administrative Reforms 


Nanking, May 17,

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SMUGGLING INSPIRED BY JAPANESE 


Rapid Growth of Illicit Trade in North China 
Described in Customs Report 


HUGE LOSSES SUFFERED IN REVENUE 


NLESS the protected smuggling in the north is checked, securi- 





ties for domestic and foreign loans will be seriously affected 
and legitimate trade will be destroyed. This is the gist of an 
authoritative report giving details of numerous incidents in which 
Chinese Customs preventive service was rendered ineffective due 


to Japanese intervention. 


‘The rapid growth of this illicit trade commenced from August} 
1 Jast year, the loss from that month to March this year being 
about $1,700,000 a month, Measured by the loss of $8,000,000 
revenue in April alone, when smuggling reached alarming propor- 
tions, the total decrease in a year would amount to almost $100,- 
000,000, nearly one-third of the Customs annual income. 

‘Trade is being diverted from Shanghai and other ports to 
Dairen where goods are taken delivery of and openly smuggled 
into China by land and sea. The smuggled goods are distributed, 
by means of both the Tientsin-Pukow and the Peiping-Hankow 
Railways and their connecting lines, 


‘That the Japanese-inspired smuggl- 
ing activities, carried on despite 
official protests, have lately assumed 
iilarming proportions in North China, 
notably since February this year, 
was. fevealed in a report | just 
Ublained from the Customs authori- 


ties. 
‘The question “how badly has the 
Customs been affected by this 


clandestine trade in the matter of 
revenue?” which has been repeatedly 
asked. in’ various. elrcles, was 
foMeially answered for the first time 
in the statement by figures which 
have been collected as nearest to 
approximation as humanly possible, 

Before citing figures, the state 
ment exprossed the opinion that had 
it'not been for strong interference 
consistently exerted by the Japanese 
military authorities and the com- 
plicated political conditions obtaining 
In North China, the Customs pre- 
ventive service’ which by the end 
‘of 1994 had been brought to a 
Slandard ‘comparable to similar 
services In other — counties would 
have been able to deal a death blow 
to this illielt trade, 


Loans ‘Threatened 
1t was also emphasized that as 
many foreign and domestic loa 
secured on the 
this Japanese-protected smugaling is 
“tar from. being a purely local 
matter, or a political consideration 
affecting only China and Japan, but 
Is the vital concern of all countries 
‘and their nationals concerned.” 

‘Gieaned from a maze of Agures as 
contained inthe Customs document, 
the following statistics and con- 
clusions clearly show the serious 
situations In which the customs has 
Tound itself owing to the rampant 
smuggling business: 

"1)" Calculated total loss of 
Customs revenue on goods smuggled 
into North China from August 1, 
1995 to April 30, 1996, amounted 10 
$25,506,040, 

(2) Estimated loss of revenue for 
the month of April, 1936, alone was 
$6 million. 

(3) Average loss of revenue per 
month from August, 1989, to March 
1936 was estimated ‘at $1,700,000. 

14) Smuggling has increased in. a 
twemendously rapid pace since the 
hoginning of April, 1936. 

5) At the present rate of ap- 
proximately $8 million per month, 
the loss of revenue per year would 
be nearly $100. million, whieh is 
nearly one-third of the total annual 
Customs revenue for China

In reviewing the smuggling situa- 
tion in general the statement, states 
that the year 1995 may be divided 
Into three distinet periods. 

The first period, from January to 
the end of May ‘when "exorbitant | 
demands were presented by the 
Tapanese authorities. in connection 
with two incidents of silver 
smuggling by Manchuokuo and 
‘Japanese subjects, one on May 17

‘The second period, from June 
when the Japanese demands were 
complied with to the middle of 
September when, under force 
majeure, Customs preventive vessels 
were withdrawn from the waters of 
the so-called “demilitarized zone,” 
‘and revolvers from Customs officers 
doiated for patrols along the “Great 

Tt was during this period that the 
chief of the Kwantung Military 
Mission at Shanhaikwan, according 
to the statement, notified the Com: 
missioner of Cusioms at Chinwangtao 
that owing to the special political 
conditions prevailing, the carrying of 
revolvers by Customs officers  was| 
not permissible, 

‘The result of the withdrawal of 
revolvers from Customs officers along 
the Gredt Wall was an encourage- 
ment to the smugglers who now not 
only indulged In the smuggling of 
Sliver but algo in the smuggling of 
‘goods. 

Open Smuggling Begins 

Apart from Japanese smugglers, the 
statement says, there were estimated 
to be some 400 Koreans at Shanhal- 
kewan and 200 at Chinwangtao, and 
during Seplymber a smuggling con- 
cern called the Shih Ho ‘Transporta- 
tion Company ‘was established ‘which 
Is said to have registered more than 
1,000 Chinese coolies for employment 
‘a5 carriers, 

‘This marked the beginning of open 
smuggling, ,the statement adds, and 
being. armed: with clubs, stones and 
pistols, the smugglers’ “did not 
hesitate to attack Customs officers 
‘at the slightest appearance of inter- 
ference.” 

During this period, the statement] 
reveals, the smuggled goods into 
North China were limited mainly to 
arlifeial silk yarn, besides the 
smuggling of silver’ out of the

Geal, and in regard to which action| 
Should be taken not at places within| 
Ching, but at the points of entry on 
the coast and along the Great Wall. 

‘The situation was further ag- 
gravated in September, the statement} 
empkasizes, when on’ September 9, 
the Commissioner of the Chinwangtac 
Customs received a demand from the 
[Japanese Garrison Commander stat-|

"The Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
upon receipt of reports on the above} 
occurrences, filed strong protests with 
the Japanese Ambassador against the 
Interference with Customs activities 
by the Japanese military authorities. 
ut no results have been forthcoming. 

Control Non-existent 

‘The third period, from the middle} 
‘of September to the end of the yea, 
was one during which Customs pre- 
ventive control was virtually non- 
existent, 

‘The statement explains that al- 
though the Customs preventive law 
of China requires all mercantile ves 
sels within the limit of 12 marine 
miles from the coast of China to 
heave to and submit to search when 
called upon to do so by a Customs 
‘vessel, Japanese naval authorities have| 
refused to recognize the right of the| 
Chinese Government to exercise pre- 
ventive measures outside the three- 
‘mile limit of the territorial waters: 


‘The Japanese authorities, the state- 
ment proceeds, further intimated that 
Tapanese vessels are under no obliga-| 
lion to display their national fag at 
any time nor to take note of nor 
answer any signal, and that any action 
fon the part of any vessel interfering| 
with a Japanese vessel (whether her 
Hdentity be known or not) will be 
regarded as an act of piracy on the| 
‘high seas and will be treated ac 
cordingly. 

‘As a Fesult smuggling by sea from 
Dairen hes become uncontrollable and| 
Jarge numbers of junks and motor 
boals, and occasionally even steamers} 
of 500 tons capacity, have seized the 
‘opportunity to and goods on on ever 
Increasing scale along the coast be- 
tween Lutai and Chinwangtao. 

‘Alter reviewing the general situa: 
tion in the year of 1935, the statement 
proceeds to state that'“no improve-| 
‘ment in the situation was witnessed 
during tke frst two months of 1936" 
Although smuggling by sea was con- 
siderably hampered owing to the 
‘severe ice conditions caused by cold| 
weather; smuggling by land wes io- 
tensifed. 

‘Smuggling by land, according to} 
the statement, entered a different 
phase on February 10 when the smug-| 
glers commenced transporting thelr 
foods by motor trucks.

Unarmed OMicers Attacked 

In an attempt to check the rampant 
smuggling in North China under 
various handicaps. officers of the Cus 
toms Preventive Service have gone 
through harassing experiences in 
constant contact with members of the 
‘smuggling gang, many of whiom are 
‘armed with pistols. 

Tn such circumstances, according to 
the Customs report, it became almost 
hopeless for unarmed Customs officers 
to attempt to enforce the law against 
‘armed smugglers, and occasionally. 
officers of the law were victims of 
‘organized atiacks. in which many 
have suffered serious injuries 

One of a long series of incidents, 
according to Customs informati 
‘occurred on January § this year when 
Japanese and Korean ‘smugglers 
‘threatened to kill a Customs officer: 

‘Assault With An Axe 

‘That day, the Customs roport states, 
a patrol from the Nanhal Guard Post 
of the Chinwanglao Customs came 
upon nine carts loaded with alcohol 
In eases in the vicinity of “Hou 
Chuang. Upon being questioned, the 
muleteers who were escorted by 
Japanese and a Korean, stated that 
they were en roule from Wanchiatun 
in. Manchuria to Chinwangtao. 

‘When the carts were being detain- 
ed, the Korean came forward brand- 
Ishing an iron axe with the intention 
of attacking the Customs patrol, He 
was disarmed and with the help of 
six. farmers who voluntecred | their 
services the carts were driven to the 
‘Shanhaikwan Customs Station with- 
‘out further incident, 

‘At 1230 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the report relates, three Japanese 
‘entered the Customs compound and 
invaded the officers’ quarters where 
they encountered the | offieer in 
charge of the guards.

‘Five Japanese, the report continues, 
came to the Customs Statfon and 
set upon the two guards who had 
Been deputed to watch over the re- 
mainder of the selzed goods, wound- 
ing one of them very seriously in 
the head. They then entered the 
station itself and manhandled two of 
‘the officers. Japanese Consular Police, 
the report states, were present but 
did not Interfere. 

‘On another occasion, the date of 
whieh "however was not given, ac~ 
cording to the report, a Customs 
party from the Shanhaikwan Guard 
Post found a foree of Korean silver 
‘smugglers passing the silver over the 
‘Wall Without provocation the Kor- 
eans attacked the Customs party with 
Stones, foreing them to return to the 
Guard Post,” Later reinforeed, the 
smugglers surrounded the Post at 
Which they threw volleys of, stones, 
fone Customs Guard being injured. 

"Another case, the Customs report 
states, explains the failure of the 
Customs officers in checking smug 
Bling ‘without the support of the 
Japanese Consular Police. Acting on 
Information the OMcer-in-Charge of 
‘the Yanghokou Customs Station, ac~ 
companied by two local police, ‘pro- 
‘ceeded to Ta Pu Ho to investigate 
the reported smuggling of sugar. 

‘Upon arrival there the Omer-in« 
Charge of the Salt Police detailed 
some of his men to assist the Cus 
toms. and while en route to the beac! 
they. encountered ten mule 
which dispersed resulting in the de- 
tention of only four carts containing 
17 bags of sugar. 

‘Shortly afterwards, the Customs 
report relates, a Japanese Consular 
policeman atrived on the scene and 
{ried to persuade the Customs offer 
to release the carts, stating that un- 
ess this was done'he could not be 
responsible for what might happen. 


Carts Forelbly Removed 

On the following morning several 
Koreans rushed the Salt Police, Sta- 
tion where the carts were stored and 
despite Customs protests forcibly re- 
moved the carts. 

‘On still another oceasion, the Cus- 
toms report states, a party’ from the 
‘Mengehlation Guard Post encountered 
some 80 coolles carrying smuggled 
foods and escorted by two Koreans, 
‘he latter finding that they were out 
numbered, decamped and the coolies

FAMINE TAKES BIG 
TOLL IN KANSU 


Shocking Conditions Among] 
Starving People 


Lanchow, May 1. 
In the grip of a serious famine 
attendant by epidemics, districts to 
the west of the Yellow River in Kansu 
Present a scene of heart-rending 
destitution, Mr. Liu Kwang-pel, 
provineial’ Commissioner of Civil 
Affairs, informed the Central News 
correspondent upon his return here 
from an Inspection tour to the 
western part of the province. 

‘With a view to studying at first 
hand the actual conditions of the 
much-reported famin, Mr. Liu| 
Inspected in the course of his’ three- 
week tour more than ten districts, 
ineluding Yungteng, Kulang, Wuwel, 
‘Yungehang, Shantan, Changyi, Chin« 
chuan, Yumen, Anhsl and Tunhuang. 

For thousands of miles west of 
the Yellow River, Mr. Liu remarked, 
the famine-striken land is in a state 
of utter devastation, ‘The worst 
hit distriet is Chiuchuan, lying be- 
tween Chinghat and Ninghsia prov- 
inees, where more than 100 people 
die of starvation daily, and it is 
roughly estimated that the famine 
hhng claimed a death tolt of at least 
4,000 during the past two month: 

Surviving inhabitants, according to 
Mr, Liu are left with little food and 
clothing, huddling themselves in 
dilapidated matsheds or seeking 
refuge in the open. In the nelgh- 
bouring district of Chinta, Mr. Liu 
reported, there are no ‘less than 
20,000 refugees whose situation is no 
better than that of the Chiuchuan 
residents, 


Children Deserted 

In the other districts where famine 
has not been so acute, Mr. Liv 
revealed, the people have practically 
been reduced to a beggarly’ state, 
‘The most heart-rending part of the 
situation, according to Mr. Liv, Js 
the poor children,gmany of whom 
have been deserted by their starving 
parents, 

In Chiuchuang Mr, Liu was an 
eyewitness of homeless children in 
tattered clothes roving about the 
streets, unwanted. Because, ‘Mr. 
‘Liu explained, with the exception of 
nice-looking little gitls who may be 
sold for a few doll hy the 
others are not “marketable” at all. 

‘Meanwhile, Mr. Liu added, he had 
petitioned the | Kansu provincial 
Government to appropriate, 10,000 
for emergency relief, which had been 
‘distributed among the various stricken 
districts: $3,500 for Chiuchuang, 
$2,000 each for Anhs! and Yumen, 
$500 for each of the others. 

‘Owing to tho lack of seeds, Mr. 
Liu sald, spring farming is now 
practleally at a standstill, which will 
only lead to a more serious famine 
in the autumn and winter. Supply 
of stored-up seeds to the farmers at 
Tow rates of interest and the import 
‘of more from other’ provinces will 
be made to relieve the situation.

Attempted Murder of Wife Alleged: Tale of Unusual 
Purchases of Drugs Recounted 


Tientsin, May 12. 

De, John William — Colber!, ‘of 
‘Tientsin, to-day pleaded not guilty 
vefore the United States Court for 
China on an indictment containing 
six counts of having administered 
poison to his wife with food, drink 
and medicine in an attempt to inurder 
her, 

‘Te District Attorney, Mr. Felthan 
Watson, and Mr. A. R,'Morrison, an 
American attorney of “Tientsin, who 
hhas been appointed assistant vi Mr. 
Watson by Judge Helmick, are pro- 
seculing, and Mr. B,C, Eastham is 
defending. 

‘Mr. Watson, 
against Dr, Colbert, 
evidence, which was’ largely elreum- 
stantial, would be introduced show- 
ing that Mrs, Colbert—a young 
‘woman who prided herself on vigor= 
ous health—was observed by ‘Dr. 
Colbert to appear unwell on Sept- 
ember 23 of last year, the day after 
she had won a championship tennis 
math, 

“Unusual” Drug Purchases 

Dr. Colbert tested her blood, and 
announced that the result showed a 
40 per cent, anaemic condition. He 
Immediately began "a series of un~ 
‘usual and unprecedented pure! 
of drugs known as coal tar deri 
tives, namely acetanelid, antifebrin, 
and ‘antipyrine.” 

‘Despite the diagnosis, continued 
Mr. Watson, Mrs, Colbert protested 
that she was feeling well and con- 
tinued playing tennis for several 
days, She noticed that, although she 
could play without noticing any iit 
effects, she was unusually tired by 
night time, 

‘About Getober 5, upon his wife’ 
complaining that she was not w 
‘Dr. Colbert re-examined her, dl 
nosed an enlarged heart as a’ result 
‘of her playing’ tennis, and confined 
her to bed. 

“Although it was an unusual practice 
in the medical world, Mr. Watson 
‘sald, Dr. Colbert continued’ to treat 
his own’ wife without calling in any 
assistance until October 31, 

‘During that period Dr.” Colbert's 
exceptional purchases of drugs .con- 
tinued, and hig wife's health continued 
lo decline, Symptoms. of poisoning 
were exhibited, although Dr, Colbert 
maintained that she was suffering 
from pernicious anaemia, 

‘On October 31, Dr. J. W. Hi. Grice, 
‘a British doctor, was called’ in. by 
Dr, Colbert, who informed him that 
the patient” was suffering from an 






































enlarged heart, not mentioning 
anaemia, 
‘Dr. Grice, who found the heart 


normal, discovered symptoms of pol- 
soning’ and. suggested that further 
ata should be gathered. 

‘Mrs, Colbert then remained at 
home under the sole treatment of the 
accused “until November 11. During 
that time symptoms of “coal tar 
polsoning were intensified, and Dr. 
Colbert "began to propare the ground 
by. passing the ‘word around tha 
there was little hope of her recovery. 

‘Another Consultatio 

"On November 20," Mr. Watson 
continued, "Dr, Colbert wrote to Dr. 
Grice, requesting another consulta- 
tion, During that consultation he 
made statements which the medical 
evidence will almost conclusively 
prove as showing his bad faith and 
guilty Knowledge 

‘Dr, Grice was shocked at the con- 
dition in which he found Mrs. Catbert, 
whose heart was still normal, but 
who again showed symptoms of 
having been poisoned. 

Dr, Colbert was thon administering 
fa liver extract in capsules, and Dr. 
Grice induced Mrs, Colbert to go to 
the hospital under his complete 
charge, 

‘After that Mrs, Colbert began to 
recover, and her condition continued 
to improve until a setback occurred 
when Dr, Grice gave her an in- 
(ravenous Injoction of medicine sup-

‘The full amount of this medicine 
was not used for injections, and the 
remainder was analyzed by a chemist 
‘and found to act asa blood poison. 

















No Heart ‘Trouble or Anaemia 

‘Two weeks later, continued Mr. 
Watson, Mrs, Colbert Ieft the hospital, 
and Dr. Grice informed the accused 
that the patient was suffering from 
poisoning and had neither a dilated 
heart nor pernicious snaemia, 

‘A week later, when Dr, Grice 
called, he found’ Mrs, Colbert again 
ill, “Upon ascertaining that Dr. Col- 
bert had administered a liver extract, 
he secured a capsule, which was 
found on chemical analysis not to 
contain. liver extract, but pure 
acetanelid, 

‘Medical testimony would be intro- 
duced, said Mr. Walson in conclusion, 
in an effort to prove. that Mrs. 
Colbert was suffering from poison 
only, and that no doctor of reason- 
able skill and experience could have 
mistaken the diagnosis, 

















Dr, Grice was then sworn in to] 
ive evidence, 

He testifled that. when he saw 
‘Mrs. Colbert on November 20, her 
condition horrified him. 

“She was a terrible sight; her lips 
were almost black,” he declared. 


Entry Into Hospitat 

Dr. Grice said he suggested that she 
be removed to the hospital, but Mrs. 
Colbert indicated that she would re- 
fuse to go owing to her “horror of 
hospitals ever since her first husband 
died." Finally, however, he induced 
her to enter the hospital. 

‘Dr. Colbert. declared ‘the witness, 
instructed the nurses that only re- 
latives be allowed to see the patient. 
while he (Dr, Grice) forbade even 
relatives, insisting that Mrs- Colbert 
hhave ‘absolute quiet. 

‘Mrs. Colbert, he continued, had 
shown improvement after being three 
days in the hospital. On the third 
‘day, accused brought a box of liver 
extract to. the hospital to be given 
the patient by injections. One ampule 
‘of this extract splintered when the 
top was sawn off. whieh, Dr. Grice 
stated, was unusual. 

He ‘had. just started giving Mrs. 
Colbert ‘an Injection of the extract, 
‘when the patient eried out: 

“Stop! This is quite different from 
the stu given me before. Stop, do 

It is making me feel terribly 
TT have a burning sensation in my 
mouth?” 

‘Mrs, Colbert appeared very dis- 
twessed, Dr, Grice wont on, and she 
‘was given some brandy. 

‘Witness declared “he had injected 
lonly about a quarter of the dose and 
that the remainder had been handed 
over to another doctor for examina- 
ton. 

‘Following her recovery, he stated. 
Dr. Colbert showed no surprise or 
gratitude, although Mrs, Colbert did. 
He didnot attempt to discuss the 
matter with Dr, Colbert until a my- 
sierous Teling, tat the pationt wes 
being polsoned crept in. 

‘He then notified accused of his 
conviction that Mrs. Colbert was be- 
ing poisoned with drugs, although he 
Ineked evidence how the drugs were 
taken or what they were, He sub- 
mitted ‘data to the accused who re- 
plied: 








“I Does Look Like It" 

"IL does look like it; the same oc- 
curred to me.” 

‘Continuing, Dr. Grice sald that ac- 
cused, who showed no surprise. made 
no fuither attempt to discuss the 
matter, neither did he investigate the 


Colbert, he added, was admit- 
ted to the hospital as a case of per- 
hilelotis anaemia, as the only blood 
count then available was that supplied 
bby accused. 

"A week following her release from 
the hospital, Dr. Grice said that he 
ealled on her without warning and 
found her again il. 

‘She told him she hud been taking 
liver capsules and indicated a bottle 
beside her bed, which had contained 
‘500 capsules when full. 

‘Witness said that, while conversing 
with Mrs. Colbert, he managed 10 
Tower this bottle below the level of 
the bed and extracted a capsule, 
which he took directly to Dr, Tarle 
for analysis, Later, Dr. Tarle in~ 
formed him that the capsule contained 
pure acetanelid and accordingly. he 
(Dr, Grice) consulted his legal ad~ 
viser and the Consular authorities. 

‘Attorney for the defence then ob- 
jected toa question whether Dr. 
Grice had attended the deceased 
second wife of Mr. Colbert, where- 
upon Mr. Morrison stated ‘that the 
proseution would produce a letter 
dealing with the matter—Reuter. 





























Nurses’ Evidence 
‘Tientsin, May 13, 

‘An exkaustive eross-examination by| 
the defence of Dr. J. W. H. Grice, 
principal witness for the prosecution, 
provided the outstanding feature to- 
day of the trial. 

Dr. Grice to-day dealt with his 
consultation and examination of Ms. 
Colbert on October 31 and November | 
20, last year; kis trealment of the 
patient subsequently in the Vietoria| 
Hospital, particularly on November 
23, when an injection given | the| 
patient caused an alarming reaction. 
He was also cross-examined concern- 
Ing ‘the patient's blood count. and 
presence of hemaglobin in her blood. 

Dr, Grice declared he had based 
his opinion that Mrs. Colbert tad 
‘ween suffering from acetanelide 
olsoning on the patient's restlessness, 
giddiness, shortage of breath and 

pulse, 
‘Answering counsel for the defence, 
ho admitted that, after his frst visit| 
to Mrs. Colbert, he strongly suspected 
that it was a ease of deliberate poison- 
Ing, and was almost certain of the 
accuracy of his diagnosis after his 
second visit, while the reaction of the| 
patient to the injection he had kiven| 
her on November 23 made Him more| 














suspicious. 


Counsel: Did you regard Dr. Col-| 
bert as the man poisoning Mrs. 
Colbert? 

‘Witness (after a long pause): That! 
is a question I would rather not 
answer. 

‘Asked why he had permitted Mrs. 
Colbert to be released from the 
hospital and subjected to serious risk, 
‘witness declared he Fad informed Dr. 
Colbert of his poisoning diagnosis 
‘and trusted that steps would be taken 
by him that poisoning did not recur. 

"My. position was. very difficult,” 
Dr. Grice added. "I gave consider- 
able thought to the matier and be- 
lieved that my report to Dr. Colbert 
eliminated any further danger.” 

Continuing, witness declared he 
had not informed Mrs. Colbert of his 
poisoning diagnosis because he did 
not desire to arouse her suspicions. 

‘The Court then admitted a lengthy 
‘sworn record of interrogation of the 
accused by the District Attorney, Mr.| 
Felthan Watson, wro, with Mr. A. R.| 
Morrison, an American attorney. of 
Tientsin, are condueting the pro- 
secution, 

Record Admitted 


‘The record of interrogation, which 
was made on December 28, was ad- 
fitted despite an objection ‘raised by | 
counsel for the defence, Mr. B. C. 
Eastham, that the statements contain 
ed in the document exceeded the 
scope of the present enquiry. 

Miss’ Goodband, the matron of 
Vietorie Hospital, followed Dr. Grice 
fn giving evidence. She declared 
that, when Mrs. Colbert was admitted 
on a stretcher to the hospital on 
November 21, her face was almost 
black, ker legs of a dark hue, and 
her lips and eyes purplish blue—an 
unusual colour. 

‘Witness sald she thought that 
Mrs. Colbert was dying and was not} 
surprised to find her pulse 104 strong. 

Dr. Colbert, she added, became 
very angry when he Jeamed that Dr. 
Grice had ordered a Russian doctor| 
to take a blood count, but was pres- 
ent when It was taken, Dr. Colbert 
was also very angry when informed 
that a Mrs. Engsirom had not been 
allowed to see the patient. 

Further evidence was given this 
afternoon by several nurses from 
the Vietoria Hospital, and reference 
was made to a pumpkin pie brovgut 
to the hagpital by Dr. Colbert on 
‘Thanksgiving Day, after which Mrs. 
Colbert and a nurse who ate a por- 
tion of the pie, complained of having 
1 headache. 

‘The prosecution, replying to a 
question asked by the judge, admitted 
that the ple had not been analyzed. 

Nursé Warmsley, who gave avid. 
fence, stated that an injection of 
hepatex was given Mrs. Colbert on 
November 24, the day after the 
patient had ‘been given the injection 
Which had caused her to ery out and 
collapse. After having been given 
the “injection of hepatex, witness 
added, Mrs, Colbert remarked to Dr. 
Grice: 

“This is quite all right. It is quite.

‘Dr. Cherdynzeml, a Russian, who 
took’a blood test'of Mrs. Colbert, 
testified that the test had showed no 
sign of pernicious anaemia—Reuter.

delivered the same, sealed by 
Mr. Young, to Dr. Tarle, for examina~ 
ton. 

‘Dr. Tarle, a professor of chemistry, 
described how he had tested two 
‘ampules handed to him by Dr. Grice. 
‘One of these, he said, contained 1 
‘small quantity of potassium of nitrite, 
a specific tlood poison. Tests of 
ampules brought by United States 
Consular officials, after exposure, 
produced similar results. 

‘Witness also tested a capsule 
brought by Dr. Grice in December. 
‘The contents were a white crystal- 
line powder, which proved to be pure 
acelanelid. ‘This had been established 
by. specific tests allowing of no error, 

‘Part of the contents had been sent 
to a German pharmaceutist, who had 
confirmed his finding. 

‘Witness added that he tad com- 
pared Upjohn's liver capsules with 
these, but had found nothing in com 
mon-—Reuter. 

‘Medical Expert Called 
‘Tientsin, May 15. 

Cross-examination by the defence 
of Dr. Tarle, a professor of chemistry, 
‘was one of the main features of to- 
day's proceedings, 

'Dr, Tarle sald the ampules he had 
received from United States consular 
officials for examination were not 
damaged during his tests till they 
were exposed to the alr. 

‘Witness sald he had asked Dr. J. W. 
H. Grice (principal witness for th 
Prosecution) to inform him of the 
patient's symptoms, when he received 
the ampules, beeause this would help 
his tests, On receiving this request, 
Dr, Grice had instructed him to look 
for blood 5 

‘Re-examined by Mr. A. R. Morrison, 
who is assisting the" prosecution, 
witness stated that the acetanelld 
content of the capsule handed him by 
Dr, Grice was five grains. 

‘A German chemist, Herr Scharffen- 
berg, corroborated Dr. Tarle’s analysis, 
of the eapsule as containing acetanelid, 
‘of which, he said, it was not possible 
to doubt. 

‘Witness stated that the maximum, 
dose in prescriptions was two grains, 
whereupon counsel for the defence 
produced a bottle of anti-febrin in 
five-grain tablets sold by Messrs 
Burroughs, Wellcome & Co, 

‘Witness pointed out that these were 
prepared for marketing abroad, where 
doctors were searee, in order’ to en- 
‘sure the proper dose. The salo of 
facetanclid in England was, he said, 
not allowed without a prescription. 

Dr, Bruell, a medical expert, was. 
the next person called. He had ex- 
amined exhibits of the blood count 
‘and other data, and testified that it 
was justifiable to rule out pernicious 
‘anaemia, which was impossible with 
‘cyanosels. 

‘Replying to counsel for the defence, 
Dr. Bruel! declared that he was un- 

fare of any caso of pernicious’ 
‘anaemia in North China, He quoted 
passage from a Chinese medical 
Journal stating that no such case had 
een recorded in the North for 15 
years. Witness sald he had secured

Better Communications a 
Contributing Factor

bandit suppression and control. In 








practically every part of | this 
istrict there has - Been improve- 
mont, and In some _ sections, 
this" former dread menace to 


old ond young alike has been almost| 
Secaplately .<tlealnnted, 

In contrast with the din of robber 
rifles and the frequent shrieks and 
sereams of bandit victims, the nights In 
and near Haichow, have for some. time 
been remarkable’ free from any. fit= 
ing. In some parts of the Halchow 
District st is true that conditions are 
still far from ideal, but it isalso true 
that In practically’ every part of this 
section there has been a most mark- 
ed improvement In the control of 
bandit 

‘Tie contrast with former condl- 
tons is emphasized every time the 
recent past is brought up. Tt seems 
only yesterday since I stood on the 
back porch of my home and watched 
a band of vicious ruMans. who had 
just passed by our compound wall, 
alfack a house a few feet beyond the 
north end of the wall, and capture 
‘and kidnap two small children amid 
an inferno of firing, yelling and 
screaming. At that time, only two 
or three years: ago, hardly a night 
passed without considerable gun- 
fire, and many times the firing was 
s0 Intense and so dangerously close 
it sounded as though it were right 
in our own yard, 

Narrow Escape from Marauders 

In the outlying sections the con- 
trast with former conditions Is just 
‘as pronounced as it Is in Halchow. 
‘At Fuan, a place not far trom Hal- 
chow, on the north side of the Hal- 
chow’ River, I spent several days and 
not once during the nights did T 
hear n rifle crack. A few years ago, 
In this place, T just escaped. by avery 
narrow margin, being captured by a 
large horde of bandits, Just a few 
hours before they took the place, 1 
Jett Fuan and went to another village 
beyond there for the night. 

‘That night they came to the place 
where they thought was staying and 
demanded that Teome out and when 
no response was given, they fired 
into the spot house. "The bullet 
‘marks are a perpetual reminder of 
my narrow escape. One who was 30 
unfortunate as to be caught that 
night was buried alive; that is, we 
kept in a grave with only a small 
hollow bamboo pole as the sole 
source of afr for several days. 

‘At Denshang, the place in which 
I did stay that’ night, T spent a few. 
days. just recently. "While there 1 
was told of a robber “incident” of a 
few years ago, One of the most 
prominent men in the place, recalled 
the time when he was captured by 
bandits, and it so happened that T 
was in’ the place just a few hours 
before he was captured. ‘That day, 
fa sixth sense made me aware of 
danger, and Tid what, in those days, 
‘was usually very unwise and unsafe 
=I left Denshang just before dark 
‘and went fo another: place, 

Ritles Under Barrow Loads 

When 1 left there, some of 
the robbers were already in the 
place, having brought in thelr 
rifles’ under” barrow loads of 
aoliang, Soon after.1 got out of the 
place, the bandits opened up and 
with'a burst of rifle fire captured 
this man, They came to the place 7 
had been staying and fired right into 
the room Thad been occupying, and 
‘wounded the father of the man whom 
they captured, ‘This _man made an 
almost miraculous escape from them 
1 fow days later. 

Shaho, six miles away, to which T 
‘went that night, was also visited Just 
recently, and while sitting at a feast 
With several friends, one of them re- 
called the time when the bandits 
chased me to the very gates of the 
lace, failing to catch me because T 
‘was on a motorcycle and they were 
fon horses, ‘The local oMfcials were 
so disturbed, they begged me not to 
travel those roads any more till the 
situation cleared, 

‘This time, both Denshang and 
Shahe, and the country around there, 
-seemed to be thoroughly peaceful, 
In fact, when necessity required 
night travelling, 1 felt no uneasiness. 
‘There has been a vast Improvement 
in the situation, ; 

‘There seem to be three main 
reasons for the great improvement in 
Dandlt suppression and control all 
over the Halchow District.

‘This morning, just as we were con 
templating leaving our beds, we were 
startled by the rumbling and staking 
‘of an earthquake. Needless to say 
we jumped for our slippers and 
kimonos, to make a dash for the 
open. It is a remarkable thing how 
obstinate and awkward inanimate 
objects ean be, and those slippers and 
Kimonos seemed to be most elusive, 
but eventually 1 attained the open 
veranda plus the desired articles of 
apparel, though the kimono was al- 
most minus a sleeve! Why do door 
handles seem to stick out a mile 
when one is wearing a kimono, I also 
wonder why in the Jand of earth: 
quakes the kimono should be the 
national dress! Obviously they have

Joking apart, however, these earth- 
quakes ‘are becoming much too fre- 
quent in this province to be amus- 
ing. ‘This morning's shock was quite 
severe, and lasted about 20 seconds, 
Tt fs a fearsome thing to experience, 
and I frankly admit to being terrified.

KIDNAPPING WAVE IN 
HARBIN 


Anti-Jewish Movement as 
Kaspe Trial Result 
Frout Oun Oww Connesronsent 


Harbin, May 9. 

‘The speeches for the defence in the 
Kaspe murder trial which argue that| 
the killing of Jews is not a criminal 
offence, has once more started kid- 
mapping by Burepeans ln Harbin 
‘Though the facts were ‘secret 
for some time, it has now leaked 
lout that Mark, the 18-year-old son of 
‘Abraham Abramovitch, a Jewish own- 
fer of a larger printing house in the 
centre of the city, left the house of 
fa friend to return home about 10 
pm. on the night of the incident, 
but failed to. reach his house. On 
the following morning his father 
received a letter from bandits of 
European nationality demanding "a 
ransom of 10,000 yuan, a sum which 
‘was quite impossible for him to pay. 
After many conversations by tele- 
phone with the bandits he succeeded 
in having the sum reduced 10 2,000, 
but even this was more than he 
‘could collect. 

‘He was ordered to bring the money 
to a certain spot in the suburbs, and 
there met two masked Europeans, 
handing them an envelope with 995 
yuan, which was all he could manage. 
The ‘bandits in @ rage struck him 
lover the head with the butt ends of 
thelr revolvers and ordered him to 
bring another 1,005 yuan, unless he 
wished to see his son dead. As it 
was quite impossible to raise this 
money, Mr. Abramovitch asked the 
police to help him, and has so far 
beard nothing from’ the bandits. Two 
weeks have now passed since his 
meeting with the kidnappers. It is 
feared that the boy has been put to 
death, the bandits getting furious at 
the police being put on thelr trail 

‘Another case was attempted a few! 
days ago, but on this cccasion the 
boy noticed a motor car standing at 
the side of the pavement with two 
men inside, and he immediately 
turned back’ to his house which was 
‘only 80 yards away. The two men 
jumped out but were too late to 
‘catch the boy who Is the son of a 
very wealthy resident, also a Jew. 

‘Many of the richer’ Jews are now 
afraid to send their children to school 
and some are sending them to the 
‘seaside, rather than wait till the end 
of the scholastic term. There ap- 
pears to be a new gang working for 
the purpose of securing money by| 
Kidnapping the sons of wealthy 
JJewish residents and possibly also 
ot Chinese, 

‘Thousands of Passengers 

‘With the opening of navigation and 
the news that the Amur is also free 
‘of ice, thousands of Manchoukuoans 
‘and Koreans are arriving in Harbin 
to proceed by water to different] 
Points both on the Sungari and the 
Amur. During the past six days, the 
ships" going down the river have 
been Ioading 2,000 passengers daily’ 
‘and there are nearly. 10,000 waiting 
to get accommodation, The great rush 
of labour proves that the people con-| 
sider the country is now safe from| 
banditry and are returning to the| 
land to start cultivation of the soi. 
Peasants are busy getting their elds 
ready for the spring sowings ond It 
is expected that there will bo a very 
‘much larger area devoted to grain’ 
this year than last, 

German-Manchoukuo Agreement 

‘The local press is excited over the 
German-Manchoukuo trade agree- 
‘ment, one paper stating that this 
agreement means the death of all 
other foreign exporting firms, the| 
argument being that Germany is the 
largest European buyer of beans and 
that in future the whole of the 
business will be done direct between 
Manchoukuo and Germany without 
middlemen. Other exporters, how- 
ever, do not share this opinion and 
point out that there is no monopoly. 
in the agreement, all shippers having 
‘equal opportunities of making sales 
to Germany. 

Among the large shopkeepers of 
the main streets there is once more| 
a feeling of depression, buyers being 
very scarce and daily returns reduced 
very considerably. Several large. 
stores in the Kitaiskaya are closing 
down, these including the well-known 
Indian silk store of Doulatram Sons, 
‘There are large signboards of clear- 
‘ance sales at prices which in some 
‘cases seem absurdly low. Ladies 
frocks are displayed at from $5 and 
‘men's really good shirts at $1. Boots 
and shoes are low in price, lower 
than ever, and yet the stops have 
few buyers. In dairy lines prices 
have sunk to the lowest on record 
in Harbin, good butter being sold at 
49 cents per pound retall and cheese| 
at as low as 20 cents. The demand 
for milk is very small compared to 
former years when every — Russian| 
house required many quarts a day, 
and owners of cows state that they 
will kave to sell their live stock as

BROADCASTS 


Very Little English on the| 
Dairen Programmes 
‘Frost Oux Oven Comesroxorivt 


Mukden, May 10, 

Radio broadcasts In Manchoukuo 
‘are monopolized by the Manchurian 
Telegraph Co. ‘The station at Hsin- 
kking, with its 100 kilowatts (rated 
‘out-put) was hailed as the largest in 
the Far East, but strange to say on 
many oceasions programmes. from 
Nanking rated at 75 “kilowatts, have 
been received in Mukden more clearly 
than the programme from Hsinking. 

‘The M-T. & T. announced that they 
have now over ‘20,000 registered 
Subseribers, which they say is a gain 
2€ nearly 200 per cent. “over thelr 
Arst list. It is proposed to increase 
this number to 30,000 in the near 
future, and a house canvas Is being 
undertaken by the Company in order 
to obiain this number. 

Since there is little need of an out 
side antenna for receiving local sta. 
tions with even a very modest set and 
since long distance reception is pos- 
sible on a high powered modern set 
with very little antenna equipment, 
undoubtedly there are many sets 
which have been overlooked to the 
authorities, because no aerial was 
sen. 





Increasing Imports 

In 1994 the customs’ report showed 
580,363 yuan, declared value, of radio, 
gets and parts, whereas in 1935 the 
figure had risen to 1,005,941 yuan, 
From dealers in the principal cities, 
It is now possible to obtain receiving 
sels which range from 20 yuan. to 
1,300 yuan tn price. Foreign listeners 
derive little benefit from the pro- 
grammeg provided here. For example 
the Dairen station, whose programme 
Is published in English every day, is 
fon the air from @ a.m, until about 10 
pm. During that time, there are five 
minutes of English news and perhaps 
‘an hour’ of music. In a. typical 
programme the music included eight 
brief items and on that same day, 
there were approximately one and 
three quarter hours in Chinese. ‘The 
Programme included five items, 
relayed from Tokyo, five from Hsin- 
king, two from Mukden and one from 
Harbin, ‘The Manchoukuoan stations 
are as follows:

ECONOMIC PROGRESS 
IN SHENSI 


Reds Being Cleared Out: 
Industries, Progress. 
From Ova Own Connssronsexr 


Sianfu, Shen, May 13, 
‘The anti-Red campaign in the| 
north of Shensi is proceeding accord-| 
fog to plan. ‘The Reds have been 
Jdispersed nto small groups and 
fsolated with the object of starving} 
them into submission. Food supplies 
fn the north of the province sre very 
[scare and both the people and the 
Reds are in desperate straits. Relief 
measures for the people are being 
‘organized by the Government. Gov- 
ferment troops are pursuing the 
ppolley of gradual occupation of the 
territory gained trom the Reds and 
the whole district from Sian to 
Yenan, two hundred miles to the 
north,’ has now been practically’ 
cleared of the Red menace. All tke| 
‘Yellow River crossings are strongly 
fheld by the troops on both bunks, 
‘and it is impossible for the Reds 
fo trek from the one province into| 
the oth 
Economie Developments 


Important economic developments: 
are taking place in Shensi, The 
Provincial Chairman, Shao Li-tzu, 
recently paid a visit to the coal pro- 
ducing districts of Pel Tungkwan and 
Hancheng and was greatly’ impressed| 
with the possibilities. Pel Tungkwan 
4s elghty miles due north of "Sian, 
‘and Hanckeng 100 miles to the north 
‘east. Two projects are on fost, with 
the object of developing the | coal-| 
mining industry in Shensi. 

‘One, is to construct a railway from| 
Hsienyang to. Pel Tungwan. This 
‘would make use of the Lunghai Rail- 
way bridge over the Wel River at 
Hslenyang, fifteen miles west of Sian. 
The other, project is to construct 
‘nother railway from Weinan to 
Hancheng right through the great 
‘cotton and grain producing districts 
north of the Wel River. 

‘This would make Welnan the great! 
distributing centre for the Northwest 
In cotton, grain and coal. It is un-| 
derstood that the provincial govern 
ment has already decided upon the 
frst project and has accepted a tender 
from the Lunghal Railway to con-| 
‘struct the railway at a cost of 
$7,000,000, for which a loan will be 
raised. ‘These two projects when 
completed should prove a very frult- 
ful source of revenue for the provin- 
lal government. 

Modern Cotton Milt 


‘An upsto-date cotton mill equipped 
with the very latest machinery” has 
‘been opened in Sian. Tt will tnd 
employment fer 2,000 workers when 
tis runnine ai its full capacity. With| 
regard to :ne looms and spinning 
machines, T have it on the authority 
fof a Lancashire man that there is 
nothing in Lancashire to compete 
with them. In addition, cotton Is 
produced at the very door, 30 to 

‘and labour is cheap: 35 cents 
for a twelve-hour day, and only one! 
worker is In charge of every six 
[ooms. Even Japan cannot compete 
with this sort of thing. 

Other factorles are belng built in| 
the new elty that is rapidly springing 
‘up outside the nortt: wall of the 
‘old city in the vicinity of the rall- 
way station. This new clty reminds 
fone of a mining camp with its mat 
sheds and makeshift” buildings, No 
doubt before ong these will be 
replaced with buildings of more 
permanent, and, it is to be oped, 
‘more graceful structure. Already at- 
fempis are being made by the au- 
thorities at street planning, but not 
before they were needed. 

Road Construction Progress 


Rapld progress has been made with] 
road construction both inside the 
clty of Sian and outside, Tre old 
‘Tang capital is now equipped with 
splendid roads that would do credit 
fo many a city in the West. Sian is 
now linked up by motor roads with 
Lanchow the capital of Kansu, and 
with Chengiu the capital of ' Sze- 
chuen. A fine road is being built to 
Lintung where the famous hot 
springs are. 

Era of Peace and Prosperity 


Apart from the unkappy conditions| 
fn the north of the province Shensi| 
jis enjoying an era of peace and 
prosperity the lke of which has not 
been experienced since the Revolu- 
tion. Under the wise administration 
of its enlightened Chairman, Shao 
Li-teu, ‘many iniquitous and oppres- 
sive measures have been abolished, 
Jand real progress is being made. 
Sincere and strenuous efforts are 
being directed toward the total 
eradication of opium. Out of 92 
fasien districts only nineteen now 
remain to be cleared of this deadly 
drug. ‘These nineteen districts are 
ear-marked for clearance within the 
next two years. At the same time 
heavy restrictions will be placed upon 
the sale and consumption of opium.

“Alarming Growth” Described 
at Annual Prizegiving 


Emphasis was laid upon the 
“alarming growth” of the Institution 
for the Chinese Blind at the annual 
prizegiving of the Institution held on 
‘Thursday al the International Recrea- 
tion Club. ‘The superintendent, Mr. 
G. B, Fryer, made special reference 
to the great interest that was being 
manifested by one and all in the 
work of the institution, so much $0 
that the publicity side of their 
‘activities was proving somewhat of 
‘2 strain, Present at the meeting in 
‘an official eapacity besides Mr. Fryer 
‘were Madame Wy Te-chen, who gave 
away the awards, Dr. H.'G, Barrie, 
chairman of the committee, and 
committee members. 

Mr. Fryer sald that it was just 25 
years ago that the Institution had 
bbeen founded, and those of them who 
had watched’ its | growth and had 
made the Institution possible with 
their material interest ‘and sympathy 
knew what had een accomplished, 
until now they had a blind popula- 
tlon of 95, Next year was thelr 
jubllee year. This was also the tenth 
‘anniversary of the establishment of 

ie school for the deaf. He men- 
ied the publicity work necessary 
to the Institution, and also the work 
printing depart- 
ment ahd the Blindart Workshop, 
‘Their Tag Day this year, he sald, 
had raised the sum of $8,000, 

Dr, Barrie sald that he hoped that 
the day would soon come when the 
Chinese members of the Institution 
would equal the number of foreign 
members. He did not see the 
slightest ‘hope, he continued, of the 
Institution becoming a government 
‘concern, and it would still have to 
rely on’ the generosity of the people 
of Shanghai for its upkeep.

SHANGHAI WOMEN'S 
CLUB CONFERENCE 


‘Two-Day Session Ends with 
Many Suggestions 


After two days of intensive and 
inielligent discussion of some of 
Shanghai's major transportation pro- 
lems, the annual Club Institute of 
the Joint Committee of Shanghai 
Women's Organizations was brought 
to a close on Friday with the entire 
delegation of women voleing thelr 
hhope that those in authority. would 
Jolin ‘their spirit of close co- 
operation. 

Although all formal resolutions 
were left to the Civies Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Joint Committee to 
resent to proper places, the women, 
at the suggestion of Mrs. H.C. Mel, 
expressed thelr hope of co-operation, 

Miss E. M. Hinder led the general 
discussion after the  spei 
covered the various subjects of the 
Tnstitute's general theme of “Trans- 
portation In Shanghai.” During this 
Informal half-hour the members 
voiced their approval of the follow: 
Ing suggestions: ~That measures 
taken to prohibit police from arbitr- 
ary removal of rickshaw cushions 
snd lcences; that the number of 
rickshaws be reduced gradually and 
that public shame fall on the heads 
of those who than 10 cents 
big money for short rickshaw rides; 
‘that women of Shanghal should have 
something to say in regard to cleanll- 
ness of trams and other public con 
veyances; and that steps should be 
taken to secure closer co-operation of 
all concerned. 

In French Concessi 

‘The transportation. problems in 
the French Coneession were described 
by M. Paul Premet in whose opinion 
they “present particular  dimteulties 
because of the varioty of vehicles, the 
{indifference of the public, the num- 
ber of privato motor-ears, andthe 
Jack of foresight of those authorities 
concerned at the beginning of the 
city's growth, 

Lack of co-ordination constitutes 
‘one of the major transportation prob- 
Jems in Shanghai, according (2 Mr. 
V. Arnold Jones, who discussed 
omnibus transport’ aspects forthe 
benefit of the Joint Committee Club 
Institute during the morning. 

‘The puzzling question of why 
pullers are taxed seven cents per day 
for an institution they may not 
want to use was answered by Miss 
Jeanne B. Perkins during her pre- 
senlation of “Some Aspects of the 
Rickshaw Problem.” 


Protection For Girls 

In an impromptu talk Mrs. W. E. 
Hines explained the proposal of a 
group of women who’ have been 
studying the problem for more than 
fa year to establish a Travellers’ Aid 
Society in Shanghai. 

While not proposing it as a panacea 
for the problems of vice-traflle Mrs, 
Hines said that the ‘Travellers’ Aid, 
which now exists in all large cities 
of the western world, would fill a 
long felt want in Shanghai, especially 
Jn the eare of lonely, frightened girls 
who come from other parts of China, 
as well as other countries, seeking 
‘employment.

‘The Shanghai Public School, at 
present known as the Public and 
‘Thomas Hanbury School for Boys, 
was opened on April 5, 1885, under 
the name of the Masonic School of 
Shanghal, comprising both boys and 
iris, 

In 1803. the school came under 
Municipal control, and it became 
popularly known as the Shanghai 
Public School, a name that was soot 
to become its oMcial title and "SP, 
ls the abbreviation by which many 
of its supporters still rofer to the 
‘school. 

‘As ihe school grew, it was trans- 
ferred from its" original site in 
Peking Road and on April 2, 1805, the 
opening ceremony of a new schoo! 
at Boone Road took place, Here it 
grew and flourished and in 1915 the 
boys department was transferred to 
North Szechuen Road, its prosent 
location, 

In 1950, as the result of recomme: 
dations made by the Economy Com- 
mission, the Thomas Hanbury” School 
and the Shanghal Public School were 
combined and the name was changed 
{0 ils present one of the Public and 
‘Thomas Hanbury School for Boy 

Originally a branch of the school, 
the Public School for Junior Boys in 
‘Tileng Road was declared an inde- 
Pendent institution In 1032, functlon- 
ing under Mls own headmaster, 

‘The school hopes to make the June

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ART TREASURES BACK 
IN CHINA 


Ranpura, With Precious Cargo 
Arrives on Time 


Safely transporting back to China 
the art treasures which have been on. 
exhibition at Burlington House, Lon- 
don, the P.& O. ss. Ranpura, in 
‘command of Captain J. MM Legg. 
arrived In Shanghal on Sunday morn- 
ing at the Shanghai and» Hongkew 
‘Wharf, 

Although she Jost two and a half 
days as a result of her grounding of 
Gtbraltar on April 14 and caused unt- 
versal coneern’ owing to the precious 
nature of her cargo, the Ranpura 
arrived on schedule, making up lost 
time en. route, and. within a. fow 
hours of her arrival the art treasures 
had been safely landed and placed on 
a train for Nanking, 

Much, exeltement was manifested 
by the passengers who travelled with 
the priceless cargo, and those who: 
accompanied the ‘ship. as far as 
Shanghai did not avail themselves of 
the privilege of leaving tho ship 
when’ they had gone through pass- 
port and. baggage examination, bul 
Instead stayed by the number 2 
hatch in order that they might afford 
themselves the opportunity of taking 
pletures of the precious cargo coming 
out of the hold, 


Never In Danger 

"The treasures were never in 
danger,” asserted Dr. F, , Cheng. 
the Chinese oMelal who brought the 
03 cases from London to Shanghal. 
Dr. Cheng embarked at Marseilles. 
shortly after’ the Ranpura’ ran 
‘aground there, and received from his 
two secretaries, Mr. ‘Tong and. Mfr. 
Chuang, tho assurance that the 
Ireasures were all right, 

“As soon as the ship went aground 
1 check was made of the strong room 
Where British sailors. stood guard. 
Everything was quite in order. 

“The exhibition was a grand suc- 
cess.” he went on. “We created 
quite a good impression in London, 
T think, ‘We had good press notices. 
‘nd all in all, we attracted 400,000 
people to the ‘oxhibit. That is the 
Second largest number of people to 
attend such An exhibition, an Talian 
Aisplay held in London ‘some. time 
ago attracting a half million people. 
But reckoned as in days, we did set 
a record, a record of which we are 
Very proud. Our exhibition | was 
shown. for sixteen weeks, which Is 
longer than that of any other of a 
Mike kind, 

"The exhibition became so popular 
in latler weeks that great regret war 
oxpressed by the English people that 
we could not continue longer. But, 
you see, the Royal Academy has Its 
Annual." spring exhibit every year 
‘about this time, so unfortunately we 
‘were unable to continue 

“But we think that we have made 
a gront impression on the British 
people, and we believe that our ex- 
hibition has made them understand 
‘uw. better. 

No, T can not name the value of 
the treasures,” he replied to a ques- 
tion. "You ‘see they represent. the 
best of Chinese history,” sentiment, 
art, and culture, No price can possl= 
bly bo attached. 


‘Thanks to Government 

‘Before I go," he said in closing 
‘Will you express for"me my appre: 
elation to the British Government for 
the wonderful co-operation that thes 
rave us in the matter of protection 
and the courtesy that they showed wn 
fon all occasions. Never were tho 
treasures In danger while policemen. 
and. destroyors were on guard. 

‘Similar sentiments were echood by 
Mr, Tang Hsl-fun, Dr, Cheng's secre- 
lary, who aecompanied the treasurer: 
Inthe Ranpura all the way from 
London to Shanghal. It was he who 
described the stormy days off 
Gibraltar when "the liner went 
‘aground. and the world waited in 
fanxiety until she was taken off the 
muldbank on ‘which she had gone 
aground, 

"In the (wo anda half days that 
we were on the bank, T received 
many telegrams, mostly from the 
Ministry of Education, the Chinese 
Embassy in London, and of course; 
hye, laughed, “from newspapers.” 

‘“prom here,” he said, "Our trea 
sures will go to Nanking where they 
Will be shown at the Examination 
Tall in the capital city commencing 
about Juno 1. A, small admission fee 
Will be. charged 

HM, Dauntless, brought the Ran- 
pura into Shanghai. As soon as the 
Wessel berthed at the Wharf, the 
River Police look over and super- 
intended the unloading. When the 
treasures left the Wharf, the SMP. 
Reserve unit was in ‘charge, and 
Under motor-eyele escort took the 
eases to. the North Station where 
they were put in_an armoured mail 
car, From that moment they went 
tinder the care of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment itself.

GIBB, LIVINGSTON’S 
CENTENARY 


British Firm That Was 
Founded in Canton 


On July 1 this year, the firm of 
Gibb, Livingston & Co; will cele 
brate its hundredth anniversary, for 
it was on that date, in 1636, ‘that 
Messrs, T. A, Gibb and W. P. Living- 
ston signed an agreement of part 
nership in Canton, “lo continue for 
the term of five years thence next 
ensuing” as merchants and agents. 
JSince then, te company has grown 
‘and expanded its interests, until at 
present the drm maintains’ branches 
in Hongkong, Foochow and Shang- 
hal. In 1806, they founded the 
‘Shanghai Land’ Investment,Co., Lid, 

fond have acted as general agen! 

ever since. In Hongkong, they 
founded the Hongkong Electric Co., 
Lid, and aro still general agents for 
that! successtul and prosperous con~ 
cern. 

‘Conditions under which trade was 
carried on in Canton were anything 
but encouraging in the early days 
of the firm, all business on the Chin- 
se side passing through the hands 
fof the “Emperor's Merchant,” who 
controlled such details as the fixing 
fof prices, the production or other= 
‘wise of ‘native goods destined for 
shipment, and in general the conduct 
of trade’ in Canton, In time, the 
number of Chinese’ merchants 
thorized in this way was incr

‘The situation became increasingly 
acute and after the firm's premises 
fand goods were looted and burnt, 
Gibb, Livingston & Co. withdrew to 
Macao in 1039, returning to Canton 
fat the end of the so-called Opium 
‘On the other hand, there were 
compensations; the compony's mess 
accounts were never questioned un- 
Jess the monthly bill for “aerated 
waters” exceeded $500, which then 
represented about £150, 

‘The frm continued to prosper, and 
fm 1644 the Shanghai branch | was 
‘opened, the name of Gibb, Livingston 
& Co, ‘appearing as the original oc- 
eupant of Cad, Lot No. 2, ‘The lot 
neluded most of what Js now Jinkeo 
Road, the word "Jinkee” being, in 
fact, the Chinese hong naine of’ the 
company. 

"The various partncrs took a full 
share in other business activities 
Hongkong and Shanghai, the firm's 
‘name appearing as one of the original 
subseribing riembers of the Hong:

OPENING OF NEW SHANGHAI FISH MARKET 


Old Practices Wholly Revolutionized: Need for 
Co-operation Stressed at Inauguration 


Cleanliness and order has reploced 
ith and former contusion when the 
fnew Fish Markel, built by the Ministry 
‘of Industry on 'the Point Island at 
the end of Yangiszepoo, foraally 
opened for business. Although a large 
umber of eh hongs at the Small 
East Gate between the French Con- 
cceation and the Nantao Bund, which 
hhave been doing the $50,000,000 busi- 
hess annually, have joined the new 
establishment, thirteen Chinese chops 
have so far Femained aloof and will 
pursue the old marketing practices 
pending a final settlement. 

In the presence of several hundred 
guests including representatives. of 
the Ministry and the Construction 
Department of the Klangsu Provincial 
Government and local Chines ofl~ 
clals, the market was declared open 
at a ceremony on Monday, May 11, 
Erected at a cost of $1,000,000 and the 
first of its kind in Chino, the struc- 
ture represents but ‘ono phase of the 
Government plan for the general im- 
provement of the fishing industcy. In 
Speeches delivered during the cer 
‘mony, co-operation of the merchants 
was solicited by the officials for the 
promotion of the undertaking. 


Facing Extinction 
Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Alarket, 
pointed out that the Ashing industry 
should be one of the main sourcer of 
Fevenue in view of the long coast 
Hine ond the number of big. civers 
‘and Jokes in the country, but due to 
Tack of organization and’ tardiness in 
Improving the methods of fshing and 
marketing, the industry was facing 
extinction, ‘This condition not only 
‘affected the livelihood of the fsher- 
men but the welfare of the country. 
In view of the situation, Mr. Chen 
‘Kung-po, the former Minister’ of In- 
‘dustey, started the construction of the 
Market, while Mr, Wu Ting-chang, tho 
present Minister, sincerely solicited 
the co-operation of the merchants for 
the improvement of the industry. A 
total of $200,000 were gathered by 
merchants and the Market was taken 
over on April 17 by tho board of 
Girectors elected by Government and 
‘cominercial shareholders. 

‘Mr. Yu Yo-ching, a Shanghai rest- 
dent ‘tor sixty years, traced the frst 
Improvement of forly years ago, 
wher. a German fishing boat was 
purchased by Mr, Chang Nan-tung, 
but cinee then very little progress had 
been made. A fish tax wes first 
collected in 1809. This was sub- 
sequently abolished in March, 1929, 
‘by the National Government in view 
of the depression and poverty of tho 
Sshermen, 


‘The Old Practices

from the fish hongs before setting out 
to the sea, Although the sh hongs 
hhad been accused of having cnarged 
exhorbitant interest, the fishermer 
‘could obtain no relief without the 
hongs. And then it took days for the 
Ashing boat to return to port, Often 
the hongs had to use other boats to 
transport the catch to the elty.

Unsolvable and he thinks that they 
will find their way to economic 
stability. 

“Trade and economy problems are 
more serious than before,” he sald. 

“The Filipinos must be realistic In 
facing facts, But they are taking 
such an interest in thelr new gov- 
ernment, and they are 50 eaiger for 
their new Independence, that they 
will surely put themselves in good 
Ananeial standing.” 

Mr. Murphy praised trade relations 
with China, “He found, he said, Fill- 
pino-Chinese relations were extreme- 
Iy'triendly, with no friction economic- 
ally or politically. ‘The officials in 
Manila want China trade encouraged, 
and in cabinet meetings the matter 
of trade with this country has been 
frequently discussed, he added. 

‘The Commissioner has been spend- 
ing most of his time since relinquish 
ing his post as Governor of the Is- 
Iands in making plans for the pro- 
posed Trade Conference between the 
United States and the Commonwealth 
Government. Originally scheduled te 
have taken place last February, Mr, 
Murphy now thinks it likely that it 
will not be held until early 1937. 
But in September or October of this 
year he thinks that preliminary con- 
Versations will be held to lay the 
groundwork for the actual Confer 
ence itself.

‘The telegram which reached Shang- 
hai a few days ago announcing, the 
death in Glasgow of Father Andrew 
MeArdle after only three days’ illness, 
came as q stock to a large number 
of his friends and acquaintances in 
China who only a few months pre~ 
viously” were wishing him “Ben 
Voyage” and looked forward to his 
early return. 

‘The predominant thought of most 
aller hearing the sad news was that 
truly he had laid down his life for 
the Mission he loved and we not only 
feel sympathy for the Lazarist Fathers 
in the Cheklang Mission who have 
sustained a great loss at the passing 
of Father MeArdle, but there is also 
Sorrow and regret that the labourer 
who worked since “early in the 
morning" has fallen just a ttle too 
soon before the full completion of 
his task, "My ways are not your 
ways, says the Lord:

ance, issued the <ollowing statement

“During the past six and a halt 
‘months the Government has earnest 
ly devoted its efforts 10 developing 
and strengthening the measures of 
monetary reform adopted on November 
3, 1935, which have resulted in the 
attalnment of exchange stability at a 
level adapted to Chint's economie 

fe. 

“The Minister of Finance now an- 
nounces that in the light of exper!- 
ence and of additional knowledge of 
monetary conditions obtaining in 
China and abroad, the Chinese Gov. 
ernment deems it’ desirable to make 
known the following measures of 
monetary reform In accordance with 
the decree of November 3, 1935:—~ 

“1, I will continue to be the 
policy of the Government at all times 
to maintain adequate reserves against 
note issue consisting of gold, foreign 
exchange and sliver, the silver por- 
tion of the reserves’ to have @ value 
equivalent to at least 25 per cent, of 
the note circulation; 

2. For the purpose of completing 
the ‘reform of the Chinese coinage 
system, the Government will issue 
sliver coins of 50 cents and one dol- 
lar denomination; 

"3, For the purpose, of further 
strengthening the position of the 
Chinese currency, definite arrange- 
ments have been’ made to increase 
the gold and forelgn exchange por- 
Hlon of the note issue reserve, 

“The Minister expresses the firm 
belief that thece supplementary mea- 
sures of monetary reform and the 
arrangements made will assure the 
‘continued maintenance of an indepen 
dent currency system not inked to 
any foreign monetary unit and the 
permanent stability of the Chinese 
currency which will inevitably lead 
to greater economic improvement 
tnd ‘prosperity of the Chinete peor 
ple.”

Dr. Kung’s Views 

Interviewed by the Kuo Min News 
Agency regarding the currency situa~ 
tion, Dr, Kung, sald: 

“During the past few days rumours 

were current in the market to the 
effect that the Government intended 
to mint new silver dollars the silver 
content of which is to be one-third 
of that of the original silver dollars, 
this being interpreted as devaluation 
of the Chinese currency. Such 
rumours are absurd and have been 
created entirely in the interest of 
speculators.

Devaluation “Absurd” 

Now concerning the rumour that 
the Chinese silver dollar is to be 
evaluated I believe that 1 am right 
jn branding this story as absurd. You 
cannot devaluate something which 
‘does not exist. On November 3, 1935, 
the Chinese silver dollar | was 
abolished and was to be withdrawn 
from circulation within three months. 
Payment in silver dollars, or the mere 
possession of such, is against the law. 

Tt is quite possible that China may 
shortly decide to mint some silver 
coins, say 60-cent and one dollar 
pieces. If so, such coins are bound 
to be circulated as token coins, J.e, 
taking the place of banknotes and 
being quite independent trom silver 
fluctuations. ‘This means that they 























would have to be of @ much lesser 
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fineness and much smaller in size, $0 
‘as to prevent thelr belng melted up in 
the event of silver prices mounting 
unduly high. “However, this in no 
‘way infers devaluation, 


Coins Not Necessary 

‘Mr. Kann was then asked why It 
was necessary to produce the new 
silver coins at all, since notes were 
readily accepted and since the coins 
were merely meant as token coins. 
He replied that thelr appearance w 
not a necessity, and he went on "I do 
not think that large quantities will be 
produced. In part thelr circulation 
might sult the requirements of the 
rural population and in part it might 
please the American silver Senators, 
Whose aims culminate in the desire to 
see silver money in circulation all 
over the world, In any case, the 
issue is comparatively unimportant 
and remains without connection with 
‘China's currency system.” 

In regard to the stocks of silver 
held by the Chinese Government and 
the amount of them intended for note 
reserves, Mr. Kann sai 

“Since the ‘reserve stocks of silver, 
held by the Government banks, aro 
distributed in many places throughout 
the country, I eannot find out the size 
of all silver stocks under government 
control. As regards the ratio of silver 
reserves to note circulation no decision 
has been reached up to this moment, 
T have dealt with the problem already 
in November, 1995, in the columns of 
“Finance & Commerc 

‘The question is of considerable 
intorest. Seemingly the authorities 
wished to wait and watch develop- 
ments, Half a yoar has passed since 
the new currency system was In. 
‘ugurated, so that a decision on th 
size of the silver reserve might como 
about in the near future, I hope that 
the ratio will not be high, sinee sliver, 
under prevailing currency conditions 
is not very sultable for reserve pur- 
poses. In case of need it could not 
‘act os medium for reimbursement of 
banknotes, and it might prove Just 
diteult 10 dispose of it quickly. 

Finally, in reply to the enquiry 
whether ‘there was any ustifeation 
for the rumours of currency inflation, 
Mr. Kann was emphatle. He sald 

“None whatsoever, In consideration 
of the arrangements whieh the Chi- 
nese delegation to Washington is 
likely to have made, Chinese currency 
‘will be based on still sounder founda 
tions than heretofore, I strongly 
believe in continued steadiness of

‘The change ot Government was 
executed quietly by Dr. Ulmanis, 
assisted by General Balodis, and the 
population awoke and was ‘surprised 
by hearing what had happened. 
No politieal persecution took place. 

On April 11 last Dr. Charles 
Ulmanis ‘took over duties as Pre- 
sident and Minister President of 
Latvia, He is identifed with the 
creation and Consolidation of | 
Latvian Independence. 

Dr, Ulmanls was born at a farm in 
Kurzeme on Seplember 4, 1877. At’ 
frst he attended the local primary 
school and later went to Jelgava, 
capital of Kurzeme, where he studled 
in the munlelpal school and after. 
wards at the school for selence and 
modern languages. In East Prussia 
he had a special course in dairy 
farming, from where he returned 
in 1807 and was oceupled 
for 2 years with dairy establishments 
‘and os writer for agricultural mi 

ines. His public career. began as 
lecturer in dairy and farming matters 
in 1899, when he was 22 years old. 

‘The thirst for knowledge brought | ° 
Dr. Ulmanis to Zurich, where he took 
courses in the Faculty of Agriculture 
and further two years at the Uni- 
versity of Lelpeig, returning home 
in 1905. 

‘At that time an uprising in Latvia 
was In progress agsinst the Russian 
régime and as a wellknown public 
worker he was arrested and although

released he emigrated to Germany. 








‘He had there a post as teacher at an 
‘agricultural sehool in 1906-1007. 

In 1007, at the age of thirty, we 
‘meet Dr. Ulmanis in US.A. at ‘Lin- 
coln University in the state of 
Nebraska. After passing there his 
final examinations he recelved an 
engagement as Lecturer. In America 
hhe remained for 5 years. 

‘He returned to his home country in 
1913 when an amnesty was proclaim.

Dresslon of my views in these columns 
degenerate into a cheap free-for-all 
where personal abuse under the gulse 
of public-spiritedness Js used as an 
offensive or defensive weapon. 

In the matter of Municipal Salaries 
the position ix clear, By far the 
greater number of Shanghailanders, 
foreign and Chinese, have found their 
incomes and their standards of 
living dangerously reduced, Municipal 
‘economy 1s a crying need, yet nothing 
ls done in respect of Municipal Ser- 
]vants excepting the scandalous throw- 
ing out of employment of a few un- 
fortunates. I rebel at the callousness 
of the whole business and so do thou- 
‘sands of others. By all means let 
the Council respect contractual en- 
gagements; nothing however can 
prevent a fair compromise being 
offered to offce-holders, Recalcitrants 
ean easily be dealt with at a later 
date, 

‘As regards the higher-paid posts, 
there is not cne of them which would 
but be gladly refilled by the present 
Incumbent at a much more moderate 
Salary, ‘This is nota matter of taking 

tis a 
matter of sound finance and social 
fairness. Replacements would not be 
a dimlcult affair, Created posts should 
be abolished. 

It the Commission I suggested, and 
which you approved of, be appointed 
T trust that it will consist of mon 
kmown for their thoroughly inde- 
pendent views and soclal-mindedness.

‘Much legal argument took place 
before Judge P, Grant Jones in H.M. 
[Supreme Court last Wednesday in a 
case brought by the China Realty 
Company, Fed. Inc., against Mr. J. 0. 
‘Anderson and Dr, C. T. Kew, seeking 


the foreclosure or ‘sale.’ and/or 
possession of two properties, 
known as the British Flower Shop, 
situated in the French Concession, 
nd the "private “residence of ‘Dr. 

‘The case arose out of a series of 
mortgages alleged to have been 
carried out by the first defendant, 
‘Mr. Anderson, on the two properties, 
these mortgages having been eventu: 
ally transferred to the plainti™ com: 
pany, and totalling $131,856.37. 

‘Mr. “Newman opened the case 
by reading out a number of af- 
fidavits signed by a number of 
persons io support plaintiffs’ claim, 
the mortgage having become payable 
fon December 19, 1935, ‘The first 
‘defendant had been notified that 
falling payment on this date, legal 
action would be taken. The affidavits 
showed, declared Mr. Newman, that 
lainufls had no occasion to identity 
and occupied by the British Flower 
|Shop. One afidavit showed that Dr. 
Kew was held merely to be the pro- 
‘prietor of the shop. Me. Newman then 
Fead out portions of the agreed cor~ 
Fespondence relating to the case. 

‘Mr, Newman said that the sysiom 
of the transfer of the registration of 
real property in Shanghai was quite 











different to that in England, upon 
Whieh all the eases from which he 
‘would quote had been decided. All 


the cases concerning the giving of 
notice of ownership were based on 
the system of land transfer in vogue 
in England. With regard to the French 
Consular Lot, after having several 
previous owners this property eve 
{ually passed into the hands of the 
‘Chartered Bank, as mortgagees and 
eventually to Messrs. Markham, Kew 
fand Anderson, and was finally 
registered in the name of the Credit 
Foneler de l'Extreme Orient. The 
latter issued a declaration of trust 
in favour of the Tai Yuen Bank, on 
Instructions from the appropriate 
parties. ‘The Tal Yuen Bank there- 
fore appeared in the eyes of the Cre- 
dit Foncler, as the beneficial owners 
of the property. 

Plaintifis knew that the beneficial 
‘ownership of the property was in 
the hands of the Tal Yuen Bank at 
the time of the transfer, and. the 
only people who could instruct the 
Credit Foncler Company to transfer 
was the Tai Yuen Bank. The Tai Yuen 
Bank issued the necessary instructions 
to the Credit Foneler company. and 
the deed of ownership was eventually 
transferred to his clients. In further 
‘confirmation of this transfer having 
been effected, the British Consular Lot 
adjoining was transferred to the 
China “Realty company in 1929 on 
the direct instructions of Dr. 
According to the doed of ownershi 
the only" persons who could te 
fer the French Consular Lot to 
the China Realty Company” were 
the Credit Foncier ‘company. The 
defendant Dr. Kew, alleged Mr. New- 
man, was in the same position as an 
equitable but negligent mortgagee in 
possession of deeds of ownership. 

‘At the time of the original mort. 
gage, continued Mr. Newman, on 
December 30, 1927, no legal estate 
was vested in Dr. Kew, and 
at no time subsequent to that had 
hhe ‘been in possession of the legal 
slate.

‘Mr. Newman: The test of a partner 
ship. is the intention of the parties 
to share both losses and profits 

‘The Judge: T would say that the 
test of a partnership is the actual 
intention of the parties to act as 
partners. 

“The case recently quoted, said Mr. 
Newman, made it quite clear that in 
‘order to’ succeed defending counsel 
would have to show that” plaintiffs 
knew that there was a partnership 
in existence and that each was in 
possession of the property, atthe 
time of the original mortage. ‘There 
had Been no legal change in owner- 
ship since then and plaintiffs did not 
know that the arrangement was any-

‘Mr. Reader Harris contended that

‘Mr, Newman; Did you not complete- 
ly waive your objeciion and give your

‘Mr. Newman: Why did you not!

‘Mr. Newman: Can you show me 
anything In writing whereby your 
name Is associated with the British 
Flower Shop?—My wife and I are 
authorised to sign cheques of the 
British Flower Shop. Everyone thinks|

astcelates Mr. Anderson with the 
shop. 

‘Witness stated that if he kad knowe 
that the morigage amounted to more| 
than ‘is, 20,000 he would have taken 
Immediate stops to pay it off.

‘Mr, Newman: T put it to you that 
you have agreed to everytting that

‘Mr, Reader Harris, summing up, 
recapitulated the history af the mort:

‘A dispute then arose as to whether 
the 0 called "Mortgage Deed” was 
a deed, Mr. Newnan alleging it was 
not.

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INCONSEQUENCES

Without attempting to solve the 
controversy over the identity of 
the oldest existing Club in Shang- 
hai it {3 possible to placate all 
‘disputants by the statement that 
‘the first Club formed was in 1844 
and was on truly democratic not 
Yo say comprehensive lines. The 
‘Club in question was the first 
‘Cemetery and it was formed by a 
‘Company which raised shares to the 
total value of $500. Ground was 
bought on the Bund on the site 
which is now occupied by the 
Custom House, but before it could 
be laid out asa cemotery the plot 
was acquired by other purchasers 
and the Cemetery Co, for its Club 
obtained ground in Shantung Road, 
which s0 long ago as 1875 was 
known as the Old Cemetery. The 
average annual revenue of the 
Cemetery between 1847 and 1851 
was only $90, a tribute to Shang- 
salubrious qualities. 

Between 1844 and 1851 out of 
16,680 sailors who visited the: port 
only 64 died here and they were: 
buried in the same cemetery in 
Shantung Road, The rapid increase 
of the shipping rendered it neces~ 
sary to obtain the Pootung Ceme- 
tery for the special use of sailors. 

But perhaps it is rather stretching 
the point to insist that a cemetery 
answers the deseription of what is 
usually known as a club, and, 
jumping ahead a little, mention 
Should be made of the ‘formation 
of the Literary and Scientifle 
Society which in 1859 was trans- 
formed into the North China Branch 
of the Royal Asiaule Society, an 
organization which in spite of ex- 
twaordinary vicissitutes has managed 
to survive to this day. 

‘The first idea of organizing a 
general Club came in 1852 when a 
committee was appointed to draw 
up a scheme which contained lofty 
ambitions in that it was to include 
within a club a theatre, a magonic 
hall, a library, an exchange (wh 
ever that "may mean) and 
auctioneers’ room, a billiard soloon 
and a bowling alley with, ay the 
house agents’ advertisements say, 
the usual offices. ‘The scheme was 
wonderful, but there were no funds, 
and 10 years later a scheme reduced 
to a more modest plan for working 
a simple club with the usual news, 
billiard and dining-rooms was tok 
in hand, and hence stands the 
‘Shanghai Club manfully trying to 
prevent the mud of the Whangpoo 
from swallowing it up. 

But simple though this scheme 
| was, according to a lecture delivered 
by Mr. H. Lang in 1875, it ruined 
three contractors and was furnished 
only by money borrowed from the 
Reereation Fund. It was formally 
opened in 1864 and in 1865 the 
German members of the community 
‘got together and opened the Con- 
cordia, which had a very prosperous 
career and was very popular in 
‘Shanghai on account of its excellent 
musical and theatrical tentertain- 
ments, So when the German A.D. 
Yeceives congratulations on its 50th 
performance, Shanghai is doin 
honour to a’ community which has 
long contributed to its social 
entertainment, Of the Masonic 
| Lodges it is not necessary or per- 

haps discreet to speak, but it may 
be mentioned that the first Lodge

To this enterprise much in- 
terest attaches because it is 
intimately bound up with the: 
Recreation Ground. The facts were 
authoritatively presented in the 
judgment delivered by Sir Edmund 
Hornby on June 17, 1884 in a case 
which came before him at that time: 
-.:..dn 1860 some gentlemen 
Subseribed to ereate a fund to buy 
Ground, for games. They did buy 
Ground’ and a Cricket ground was 
made on it This ground was 
subsequently ‘sold. With a portion 
‘of the money realized other ground 
‘was purchased in 1883, and. the 
remainder of the money was lent 
to other institutions. A portion of 
this other ground "was ‘let to a 
Cricket Club, another portion to a 
Base Ball ground, an inner rim of 
Jand was allowed to be used, or at 
‘any rate was used, as a ‘riding 
ground and training ground, and 
another as a Steeplechase Course. 
In 1800 the old Riding Course was 
sold, and the proceeds devoted to 
the purchase and building of a road 
between the Grand Stand and the 
Bubbling Well. On this road it was 
attempted to ‘put a toll bar and 
collect a tolt for the purpose of 
keeping the road in repair. The 
egality of this proceeding was 
questioned. There being then and 
thus no available means’ of keeping 
the road in repair, it was. sur 
rendered to the Municipal Council 
fon the condition that’ that body 
should maintain it, Tn this way the 
Riding Course, “its funds and 
subscribers disappear from history. 
In the same year, 1860, a 
‘subscription list was staried to build 
a new Race Course, the old Riding 
Course having hitherto been used 
as a Race Course; 0 certain capital 
‘was raised and” represented by 
shares, ground was bought, and & 
Race Course made—and this is the 
resent Race Course, The holders 
Of the shares called themselves the 
Race Course Proprietors, and ha 
ing built the Race Course, leased 
Ht to the Race Club on certain con 
ditions, 
‘A Cricket Club had been formed 
$n 1860, and the present Baseball 
Club T think in 1885. Both these 
clubs leased from the Trustees of 
the Reereation Fund, as has been 
sald, portions of ' the ground 
purchased by the latter in 1863, 
So it will be seen that with the 
‘new Race Club a Cricket Club and 
‘ Baseball Club came into existence. 

Into the details of the litigation 
which produced Sir Edmund 
Hornby's judgment there is no need 
to enter. It is sufficient to say 
that the issue at stake was no less 
than the preservation of the ground 
‘against the intrusion of the builder. 
Sir Edmund Hornby's judgment 
Secured to the public the present 
Recreation Ground, subject of 
course to the Race Club's right of 
view over the interior of its course; 
‘and when the unsuccessful litigants 
threatened to appeal against the 
decision they were met by a protest 
signed by practically all the prom- 
inent members of ‘the foreign 
community of Shanghai, with the 
result that the judgment was al- 
lowed to stand without further 
question.

gotten, however, that those who | 


penetrate the mysteries of the 
‘Shanghai Club will agree that the 


institution has its devotees who 
perhaps yield to no one in thelr 
affection for a very great game| 
which is probably more beloved 
‘than played by many people. 

‘The Amateur Dramatic Club 
dates its performances from 1867. 
But long before then theatres were 
improvised in various godowns with 
rough and ready scenery and an, 
ever-indulgent audience, if report! 
is true. The pieces chosen were 
usually farces, burlesques and ex- 
travaganzas ‘and the Shanghai 
‘amateur—until thirty years 2g0—| 
acted usually under a pseudonym, 
‘a device which although minister- 
ing primarily to modesty—and 
Taipans’ qualms—had its advant- 
‘ages in other respects, and there 
are critics who affirm that revival 
Of the practice might be considered 
as a possible solution to some of the 
difficulties occasionally confronting 
amateur producers, Parenthetical- 
ly it may be remarked that one of 
the most successful amateur 
organizations in England, namely, 
the Norwich Players, rigorously 
adopt this old Shanghai habit, 

A Philharmonic Society was in 
‘augurated in 1864 by a Mr. Remusat 
‘and it was followed by the Amateur 
Wind Instrument Society which 
used to give open-alr concerts in 
Shanghai during the summer. 
About the same period the Rowing 
Club, the Yacht Club, the Peper 
Hunt and the Football Club came 
into existence. ‘There was also a 
Foot Paper Hunt of which ap- 
preciativa mention is made i: the 
"80's, and croquet was not neglected. 

It is to be feared that this random 
dissertation does not really solve 
the vexed question of seniority and 
obviously it is incomplete in that 
it does not mention some of the 
important institutions such as the 
|Country Club, the Columbia Country 
Club, the “American Club, the 
German Garden Club, to say noth- 
ing of the French Club and the 
Italian Club. But for chronological 
information in regard to them 
Fesort can readily be had to the 
‘appropriate secretarial authority, 

‘The facilities available for recrea- 
tion in Shanghai are manifestly not 
‘equal to the demands made upon 
them, but it must be admitted that, 
such 'as they are, they do credit to 
the various executives which have 
‘given so much time and energy to 
their organization. ‘The Golf Clubs 
‘and the Lawn Bowls grounds, the 
‘open spaces developed under the 
care of the Municipal Counell all 
illustrate this point, and when the 
excellent condition ‘of the Recrea- 
tion Ground {s praised to-day it is 
‘only fair to remember thot in 1874 
8 correspondent to the “North- 
China Daily News” described that 
ground as “an uncared-for swamp 
breeding fever and mosquitoes” and 
went on to express the view that it 
was difficult to understand how 
money could possibly have been 
invested in such a hopeless piece of 
land. And in remembering the 
name of Sir Edmund Hornby who| 
saved the land from the attacks 
of the builder, it is fitting also to 
associate with that gratitude the 
name of Mr. E. Jenner Hogg who, 
as secretary of the Race Club was 
the main instigator of the action 
which 50. successfully vindicated 
the rights of the community to the 
‘amenities of fresh air in the midst 
of an urban area, 

It has been estimated that at the! 
present day there are over 75 for- 
eign clubs in Shanghai and if this 
is not proof of the gregariousness 
of the Shanghailandor statistics 
mean nothing. Wisdom after the 
event makes the young foreign 
resident wish that the ambitious 
scheme of 1852 had been persevered 
with. In other Eastern lands where 
foreigners have settled, temporarily 
or otherwise, it has been possible 
to organize clubs which embrace s0 
great a variety of sport that the 
slender purse of the young griffin 
is not severely strained, Nowadaj 
in Shanghai the young man who 
Wishes to get a reasonable amount 
of sport has to join far too many 
‘clubs for the comfort of his financial 
‘conscience, and whatever may be 
the difficulties of the modern young 
man he certainly compares very 
favourably with his predecessors in 
the art of cutting his coat accord- 
ing to his cloth. He is probably 
helped a good deal by the 
circumstance that the chit system, 
though still perniciously flourishing, 














|UNWARRANTABLE HINDRANCE OF CUSTOMS 


It _unwarrantable obstruction of 
their operations were abandoned the 
Customs Preventive authorities in the 
North would be able smoothly and 
before the lapse of many weeks to 
abolish or reduce to negligible pro- 
portions the smuggling activities ‘nd 
restore proper control of the import, 
of articles into northern ports, 

‘This is no vain contention, for the 
recent reorganization of the Customs 
Service for strengthening the preven 
live machinery and for general protec- 
tion of Customs interests has been 
‘extraordinarily successful. It is esti- 
mited now that the Preventive Ser- 
vices of the Customs are able to 
detect annually the attempted smugel- 
ng of goods’ to the value of about 
$8,000,000 and it may ‘be concluded 
that ‘the duty Involved is about 
$3,000,000. It is obvious that results 
‘of this kind do not’ accrue from 

Meiency. 

Japanese Milltary Interfere 

In the North, as has been recently 
stated. in oficial reports, smuggling 
was kept within bounds up to the 
‘end of May 1035, ‘Small scale smugel- 
ing was, in fact, well checked, It is 
admitted that ‘along the  Pelping- 
Mukden Railway silver was being 
iMicitly exported from Shanhaikwan 
and that practice had been increasing 
rince April of that year, Korean and 
Japanese | operators redoubled their 
‘efforts in the face of Customs activity, 
‘and in May 1935 the Japanese mili- 
tary took a hand in the game” by 
forcing the Customs patrols to remove 
themselves from the Great Wall and 
by actually disarming the preventive 
officers, This of course radically 
‘changed the position and the Customs 
Preventive Service lost ground. This 
ig not surprising when it is considered 
that the situation thus created meant 
that unarmed preventive men had 
to attempt to deal with armed 
smugglers, 


Demilitarized Zone Activities 

In September alt Customs Prevon- 
tive ships had to withdraw from 
within the three-mile limit of the 
demilitarized zone by the order of 
the Japanese authorities acting, | 25 
they claimed, ‘under the provisions 
of the undisclosed terms of the 
Tangku Truce. These Customs ships 
were not allowed t operate within 
the three-mile limit, and to make 
things even easier for the smugglers 
the Jupanese authorities announced 
that ‘any interference with Japanese 
vessels "outside the three-mile limit 
would be treated as an act of piracy 
‘and dealt with accordingly.” This 
‘meant that preventive work along 
the coast between Lutal and Shan- 

















has been greatly curtailed, and then, 
too, financial stringency in admini- 
stration has made demands on the 
individual pocket which were un- 
heard of in the bad old days, 

Yet it is by no means clear that 
the 75 clubs fulfl all the yearnings 
of the socially inclined citizens of 
this great city. Hardly a day goes 
by without someone proposing to 
form another club, and even if the 
proposal is speedily wrecked on 
that horrible rock, the provision of 
‘ways and means, some schemes 
manage ingeniously to survive, 
There are literary clubs, there a1 
mutual admiration societies, there 
are self-denying institutions, and 
go-as-you-please outills. ‘There is 
no club for red-haired mén, but the 
blondes whom gentlemen were once 
supposed to prefer are said to have 
contemplated an organization to 
preserve their existence, Art clubs 
and music clubs have played their 
part in Shanghai's social life, and 
then, of course, there are various 
dramatic clubs, of which it were 
Atting to speak with bated breath, 

It further suggestions for the 
formation of clubs were necessery 
or desired it might be possible to 
‘consider the chances of successfully 
creating a Club for the Protection 
of Bill-Payers, for if there is a sec- 
tion of the community which suffers 
most by being despised, downtrod- 
den and oppressed it surely is that 
small minority which refuses to 
obtain its amusements and neces- 
saries on the hire purchase system. 
‘No shopkeeper gives these unfor- 
tunate people an atom of respect 
‘or attention, except in the per- 
fianctory issue of the regular receipt 
at the hands of an importunate 
shroff. On the other hand, the 
cheerful people who tenaciously 
cling to the principle that bills 
should not be paid, bask in the 
smiles of those on whom they con 
descend to give their sterile but 
always expansive patronage. 
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Increased Efficiency of Service Unavailing if Japanese 
- Military Disarm Preventive Men 


hoikwan was restricted to the control 
of Chinese craft outside the three 
mile limit, The natural result oc- 
curred, Ail smuggling craft flew tho 
Japanese flag and the smugglers’ 
passage from Dairen to the Chinn 
Coast became beautifully smooth, Iilelt 
cargocs were discharged at selected 
spots along the coast with no one to 
stop the operation.

‘The railway au- 
‘thorities have not been able to co- 
operate with the Customs and there- 
fore nothing can be done at present 
fo check the distribution of smuggled 
goods from the North, 
Working Without Support 

So actually, judging from the .re- 
ort, the Customs Preventive Service 
is working without support from its 
‘own Government. This Is all the 
more unfortunate because thanks to 
the vigilanee of the Customs authorl- 
tes smuggling in the South has been 
greatly reduced, for the figures show 
@ definite rise in the legitimate Im= 
orts of goods in that part of China, 
‘and it fs asserted that this vigilance 
of the preventive forces has brought 
the smuggling by junks in the Con- 
on Delta to insignificant dimensions, 

‘The main Preventive flect o th 
Customs consists of 25 working ships, 
with forty small craft’ engaged in 
Jocal work built since 1929, The Se 
vice, therefore, has done ‘admirable 
work considering the short time in 
which it has been in existence. On 
land the staff of the various ‘Custom 
Houses at ports and” stations and

Lever for Japanese Demands 
Local authorities are not always 
helpful to the Preventive Service and 
eceasionally are definitely obstrucy 
live, indeed encouraging smuggling 
themselves. But the Customs polley 
| to exercise persistent tact "with 
the "object eventually of wearing 
down, opposition and securing co= 
operation, and this polley has not 
In the present 

situation in the North the polley has 
no hope of success because the 
‘smuggling Issue there is not a matter 
of fiscal consideration but has clearly 
become a major problem of Inter= 
national politics. ‘This is virtually 
admitted by Japanese commentators 
who frankly say that the Japanese 














military authorities are, ‘in thelr 
opinion, legitimately using this 
smuggling campaign as a lever for 


securing the compliance of the Chi 
reso Government with certain und 
ned conditions for cementing Sino- 
Japanese relationships. While, there 
fore, the Customs Preventive | Ser- 
vico’ has done its utmost within the 
limitations imposed upon it, it cannot 
bbe in any way blamed for the situn- 
tons which has arisen, for without 
the protection of Its own Govern 
ment it obviously ‘is powerless to 
fact against the display ‘of military 
force by a foreign aggressor. 

As this struggle proceeds the 
integrity of the Customs is being 
endangered, the foreign loan service 
gravely imperilled, and foreign trade 
{ likely 10 be ruinously disturbed.

Educational and Economic Ideas Alter Old Marriage 
Customs: Emphasis on Rural Reconstruction 
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By F, B. Cortano 


In spite of chaotic conditions in 
the interior, and limited budgets for 
education, real and rapid progress 
hhas been’ snade, It is thirty years 
sine the Manchu government de~ 
tlded to adopt Western education, but 
it has taken a long time for sclen- 
file methods to become really in- 
Aigenous, There has been an increase 
in the number of schools. The 
quality of the teaching is gradually 
Improving, and there is a genuine 
effort to adapt the curriculum to the 
teal needs of the pupils and of Chin- 
ese society. ‘The tendency to stress 
teehnieal and sclentifie education is 
quite sirong at present, but one re- 
Hrets the over loading of the curri- 
eulum, and. insuMieient attention 
tlven to the health of pupils. 

‘A few examples may be cited to 
show the vitality in some educational 
tireles in the Interior. Not long ago 
T visited a primary school in a large 
village, I was surprised to see the 
Cleanliness of the yard, the evident 
good order, the large windows which 
had been fitted into the plain mud 
Dulldings, ond the simple but well- 
equipped class rooms. 1 learned that 
‘-man in the village had been away 
to university; he had taken a posi 
tion for some ten years and then 
had returned to his native place to 
put the village primary school on to 
Its fect. 

"A physies teacher in a Ho.'n city 
eeame interested in radio and wish 
ed to encourage his pupils to learn 
the prineiples by practical experience. 
‘As it was Impossible to obtain the 
necessary, materials locally, the 
fencher opened a small shop to pro- 
vide his pupils and others Interested 
With what was needed to construct 
radio sels, I algo heard of a unl 
versity instructor who has spent his 
summers viaiting the foothills in his 
native province In order to discover 
the best places to generate electric 
power in the future. ‘This man has 
thus independontly collected accurate 
Gata on this important subject, and 
his Information will be available for 
the beneflt of all when the time is 
ripe, 

Lady ‘Teacher of Selenee 

Porhops the most startling example 
‘of the new spirit, was the case of a 
Young lady teacher who asked per- 
nission to bring a few of her senior 
pupils to soe the electric plant at a 
nission station, ‘The missionary in 
charge expected to furnish Informa 
tion about the suction gas producer, 
dynamo, switchboard and so on, but 
he was astounded to see the yount 
Indy roll up her sleeves and name 
‘over for her pupils all the parts of 
the engine In the latest technical 
terms, touching each one, and in 
some eases demonstrating’ how it 
worked and explaining the under~ 
lying principle. Such an experience 
ig sumMclently startling now: it would 
never have been met with a few 
years ago. 

‘in the educational fleld one of the 
most significant developments of re 
ent yoars has been the progress of 
mass education. ‘The best known 
enterprise of this kind is the ‘Ting: 
sien experiment, belng carried on 
in Hopel province under the direction 
of Dr, James Yen and his associates. 
Work’ of slinilar nature, though on 3 
smaller nattire, though ‘on a smaller 
senle, is being done in Shantung by 
Mr, ‘Liang Shuemien, and in many 
other places by missionaries and by 
Chinese agencics. Once people are 




















girls in remote villages. Missionaries 
and others have made use of a 
phonetic alphabet, as well as of the 
1,000 character system. It is inspiring 
to see “teenaged” country girls, who 
never had a chance to go to school, 
gradually realize that they can read 
fand understand what they read, after 
about three weeks of study. 


Opposition to Education 

But this new and revolutionary 
movement encounters plenty of op- 
position. ‘The same country people 
Who oppose natural size feet, also 
‘oppose education for girls, on the 
ground that it is useless, and thet if 
8 girl Tearns to read she will neglect 
the houschold tasks assigned to her 
by her mother or her mother-in-law: 

“The new education and mew econo- 
mie ideas are having a profound 
effect on the marriage customs, on 
the relations between men ‘and 
women and on the ancient family 
system, Educated girlsare not likely 
to be married as early as those who 
do nét go to school, and they are 
apt to demand some share in the 
making of the betrothal arrange- 
ments, The status of such girls in 
the homes of thelr husbands {3 bound 
to be somewhat different from that 
of an illiterate wife. 

T know of a number of cases of 
educated girls who have found con~ 
Gitions unsatisfactory inthe homes 
of thelr husbands, and who have de- 
manded a measure of freedom. Some- 
times such girls leave home and 
teach school, Sometimes they and 
thelr husbands set up a new home, 
‘or the girl may leave her husband, 
with of without seeking a divorce. 
Such behaviour would have been not 
only unheard of, but impossible in 
the country districts a few years go. 





Parents SUM Arrange Marriages 


Tn spite of the new tenaencies, 
most marriages in rural North China 
fare still arranged by the families con~ 
cerned, often when the boy and girl 
fare very young. In the district that 
T'know Best, the girls are almost 
‘always from’ one to five years older 
than the boys, and frequently when 
the boy's family Is wealthy. marriage 
takes place when he is from twelve 
to fiften years of age. 

‘From. the Western point of view, 
these child marriages are nothing 
Tess than tragic, specially when the 
boy goes away to school, living in a 
different environment from his wife 
‘and growing further away from her 
year by year. Happily these condi~ 
Yions are changing and marriage 
customs are gradually, and sometimes 
suddenly, becoming adjusted to the 
new conditions. 

In eases where two young people 
set up a separate home for them~ 
selves, the organization of the old 
family system is profoundly affected. 
In rural China, ‘where the family 
depends on the produce of the land, 
sharp separation does not occur so 
often, ‘The adjument to new economic 
conditions is coming in new ways. 
but chiefly " through a division of 
responsibility. 











Division of Property 

In many families there is dis- 
satisfaction when one member of the 
family elther mismanages the whole 
property, or docs not make a fair 
Aivision of the profits. Many families 
are dividing up the land and other 
Fesources by mutual agreement and 
although members of the clan may 
sUill live in the same courtyard, each 
cultivates his own plot of ground. and

Gold Mine ‘Tragedy 
‘Tie whole of Canada has been 


stirred by the tragic plight of three 
‘Toronto men who were trapped on 
Easter Sunday night by a cave-in 
ina Nova Scotia gold mine which 
they were inspecting. Since then 
every ‘resource has been used to 
effect thelr rescue, so far without 
success, As your correspondent Is 
‘writing the news comes in that com-

with the trapped men, and that one 
‘of them has died of .

For the frst few days efforts were 
concentrated on trying to reach the 
men by digging a vertical shaft 
directly to them. Further cave-ins 
during the progress of the work, 
‘hampered the would-be rescuers, 
‘On Wednesday, three days after the 
‘men had been trapped, it was decid- 
ed to use a diamond drill and drive 
‘at least a pipe-line hole to the shaft 
where they. were. Meanwhile | ex- 
srt miners from Northern Ontario 
Were brought to. direct the main 
rescue work of digging safely to the 
entombed men. 

‘Finally, Tate on Saturday night 
the diamond drilling was completed, 
‘and the voices of the entombed men 
heard, A pipe-line was lowered, 
‘and food and necessary supplies. 
‘were gradually let down the 100- 
foot distance that separates the men 
from. thelr frlends and. relatives, 
Premier Angus Macdonald of Nova 
‘Scotio, who had been taking an 
active part in directing the rescue 
work, knelt down in the mud after 
soup ‘had been fed through a rubber 
tube, and shouted, "Did you get 
the soup?” "Yes," was the joyous 
shout from below. Soon after came 
the word from below that Magill 
had died of exposure, and later a 
message that the water was rising 
in the shaft. 

While the eventual fate of the two 
remaining men Is uncertain, the news 
that communteation had been est- 
ablished was received with great 
Joy right across Conada. In Halifax 
‘on Sunday extra newspapers were 
Published for the frst time since the 
war and distributed free’ on the 
streets, In Toronto prayers of 
thanksgiving for the partial success 
granted the efforts of the rescuers 

‘sald in the churches. Special 
aeroplanes have been despatched 
from Ontario to carry various 
‘accessories that may be of assistance 
in the work, and may be of help 
fo the men—The two survivors 

ally ‘were rescued an April 23.—
